Disputed Land Made Neutral. 
Along tne mexican fronuer, on tne Amer- 
ican side, is @ strip of land about fifty miles 
long and half a mile wide, the sovereignty 
of which is under dispute between this coun- 
try and Mexico. By a special arrangement 
between the Mexicon foreign office and the 
department of state at Washington this strip 
of iand, known as Ei Chanizai, was regarded 
as neutral by both parties for the day. The 
escort of troops which each president should 
have in crossing the strip was ijmited to 
wenty. 

Through this understanding it was possibile 
for both presidents to carry out the program 
without making any concession as to the 
sovereignty of the territory. to the Mex- 
ican end of the international br President 
Dias was accompanied by the famous police 
squadron of Mexican cavairy, a company ef 
infantry, and a company of field artillery.

Kenna’s secretary for sev- 
eral weeks, and in the early part of Sep- 
tember a conference was held between Mar- 
tin and Mr. Wayman in the Kaiserhof hotel. 

At this conference it Is declared that Mar- 
tin made several admisisons to the prose- 
¢cutor, but held back a number of important 
details that were wanted by the state. Mr. 
Michels remained with his quarry, how- 
ever, and constantly assured Martin that if 
he would do the right thing and expose the 
jury fixing conspiracy Mr. Wayman would 
Go his best to nolle the case against him. 


After the Men “Higher Up.” 

However, at no time did the state’s attor- 
ney directly promise Martin immunity from 
prosecution. But Mr. Wayman did give Mar- 
tin to understand that he was after the men 

‘higher up" and that he felt that the for- 
mer was the least guilty of all the conspira- 
tors. It was said that this led Martin to be- 
_Meve that the indictment against him would 
be nolled some time in the future. 

While Martin is declared to have agreed to 
furnish the names of sixty “ fixable” men 
for Jury purposes, it ie stated that he did not 
know on what juries they were expected to 
serve. It was rumored. that the men were 
Wanted for the trial of Inspector McCann, 
But on this point the states attorney hase no 
evidence. 

According to Martin's confession al} he had 
te do was to furnish the names of men who 
Were “ right.” Where they went or what they 
@id after they left his hands was of no con- 
cern to him. Also he is declared to have 
had nothing to do with “ fixing ”’ the jurors 
a@fter they had been drawn. 


“Low. Brows” from First Ward. 

Most of the men whose names Martin 

agreed to turn over to Rayburn were of the 
class known as “ lodgers.” Generally they 
resided in the First ward and were ready to 
@ome at the beck and call of any one who 
could assure them of “ ready money ” or food. 
They were referred to by Martin, in one of 
his confidential talks with Mr. Wayman, as 
~ “ low brows.’’ 

Following the first conference between 
Martin and the prosecutor in the Kaiserhof 
the former studied about the matter and 
finally decided, it is said, that he would tell 
the entire story of the jury plot so far as he 
knew. Then he went to Assistant State’s At- 
sig Michels and a meeting was arranged 

Or the evening of Sept. 18 in a room at

Detectives from the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice were on watch at the hotel a: an early 
hour in the evening to prevent any person 

‘from interfering with the confer-nce. De- 

_tectives Loula and Keeley, the prosecutor's 
‘@onfidential men, patrolled the hallwaye and 
remained on guard outside the room where 
Martin and the others were in conference. 

It was shortly after 9®’clock in the even- 
Ing when the state’s attorney arrived at the 
Grand Pacific. He went directly to the room 
that had been engaged for him and was fol- 

owed a few minutes after by Assistant 


~~ “State's Attorney Arnold. Martin arrived 


shortly after and then came Assistant State’s 
Attorney Michels. 


Agrees to Full Statement. 

After a brief talk between the men, Stenog- 
rapher Betts was summoned from an adjoin- 
ing room, where he had been in waiting. 
Then Mr. Wayman is said to have informed 
Martin that he wanted him to make a com- 
plete statement or none at all. This Martin 
fe declared he would do. Then Stenographer 
Betts drew up a table, got his notebook, and 
the confession began. 

After the state’s attorney had obtained all 
the information that Martin had to give, the 
latter is said to have again asked him if he 
would permit him to go before the grand jury. 
Mr. Wayman agreed to this and told him he 
would send for him at the first opportunity 
and give him a chance to tell his story to the 
inquisitorial body. It was declared that 
Martin believed if he could ever make a 
verbal confession to the grand jury his 
ehance of immunity would be more certain. 

On Friday Mr. Wayman said he decided to 
give Martin the opportunity for which he 
has asked. So he sent Detective Lovula out 
to find him. It is declared that Martin ac- 
companied the detective to the grand jury 
reoms. When he was ushered into the pres- 
ence of the inquisitorial body he was asked to 
take the oath. This he refused todo. After 
@ few questions the foreman of the granada 
jury declared that it was unnecessary to eay 
anything else, and he was ordered from the 
room.

Dearborn street. 

Mr. Roe has evidence to the effect that 
Stewerd has caused two women to be brought 
to resorts in Chicago from other cities re- 
cently. The man says he works in a pool- 


Other Resorts Also Active. 

Mr. Roe said: at night that his work In 
ferreting out the members of the gangs en- 
gaged in the traffic of women between Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and other cities had only 
been well started. Not only have tire places 
operated by. Maurice Van Beyer received 
women brought to the city by thé vice trat- 
fickers but he has information that several 
other resorts have been active in obtaining 
these women. 

Many of the men who have been engaged 
in this business’ Mave dropped eut of sight 
since the stringent orders of Chief Steward 
driving out the men who lived off the profits 
of vice have been put into effect by his sub- 
ordinates. It is estimated that no fewer 
than 1,000 men of this character have been 
living in Chicago. The police believe that 
fully half this number have fied the gity in 
the last ten days and others are leaving daily.

‘THRONG TO TALK WATERWAYS 


Illinois Will Send Thousand to 
‘ New Orleans Gathering. 


STATE -FIGHT IMPENDING, 


Deneen and Lorimer Have Rival Plans 
. fur River Work. 


Illinois will start upon an invasion of the 
southiand, beginning next Sunday. New 
Orleans is the point of concentration, and it 
is the object of something like 1,000 Illinois- 
ans to make the biggest noise and to get the 
greatest results of any of the thirty-five 
states which will be represented at the water~ 
way convention. 

The prospects are that the New Orleans 
gathering of men who are deeply interested 
in the development of the nation generally, 
and in the waterway conservation of the 
Misisssippi and ite tributaries particularly, 
will be the greatest and most democratic 
convention in national history. 

President Taft, the majority of his cabinet, 
thirty-five governors of states, 200 congress- 
men and United States senators, delegates 
from the Mississippi, Missouri, and Ohio 
river basins, and from states which are 
vitally interested in the development of the 
Mississippi commerce, and delegates from 
representative commércial organizations 
and from the larger cities, wil] be at the con- 
vention. Preliminary estimates are that 
there will be 25.000 persons in New Orleans 
for the waterway convention. 


Illinois Going in Force.

ested. in what will develop at New Orleans. 
Gov. Deneen travels with the boatload of 
governors which departs from st. Louis 
next Monday afternoon, Oct. 25, slipping 
Gown the Mississippi as a part of the presi- 
Gent's fleet.

Grand Jury Holds Patrolman Ac- 
cused by Schuettler. 


CHARGED WITH TAKING $42. 


Victim Said to Have Been Attacked in

On testimony by Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler, the grand jury indicted Patrol- 
man Thomas’ Duffy yesterday on a charge 
of larceny.

The 
testimony indicated that Patrolman Duffy 
and :inother man, whose identity Is not yet 
known. jammed the. dancer into a corner of 
the dance hall] and slipped the money oux of 
his pocket. 


Complains to Schuettler. 

Their alleged victim discovered his loss 4 
short time later. and with friends went tothe 
temporary city hall, where he made formal 
complaint to the assistant chief. The latter, 
after making an investigation of the charges, 
presented his evidence to the grand jury. 

The utmost secrecy was maintained over 
Duffy’s indictment... Max Wolff, a former 
justice of the peace and at present chief 
deputy clerk in the office of the clerk of 
the Crimina! court. kept the Indictment in 
his pogeession for some time after it was re- 
turned (to allow Assistant Chief Schuettler to 
tuke the accused patrolman into custody. 

A capias was issued, and Schuettler hur-

STIRS WIDOW IN BANDIT CASE 


Mrs. Wolf Defies Judge Who De-, 
‘fends Bank Robber. 


NOT UNDER MAN’S SPELL. 


Declares She Only Wanted to Get ‘*In- 
surance Money’’ Back. 


Mre. Ernestine Wolf, the New York widow 
who has become publicly invobved in the af- 
fairs of Lamar A. Harris, the Highland Par’ 
bauk robber and suicide, yesterday addressed 
a long communication to Judge Henry M. 
Willis of Los Angeles denouncing him be- 
cause of his utterances connecting her with 
Harris in a social way, and demanding a re- 
traction of the statement. 

Though she makes denial, Mrs. Wolf le be- 
Meved to have been the woman who on Thurs- 
day telephoned Undertaker Henry M. Prior 
that she was coming on to identify the body, 
and left the impression that she was a sister 
of the bandit, and she is algo believed to have 
been the women who that night from Phila- 
delphia telegraphed over the signature of 
“ Betty Stuart.” The time of these mes- 
sages coincides with the time of her departure 
from New York and the arrival of her train 
in the Pennsylvania city. Mrs. Wolf was 
raised by a family named “ Stewart.’” 


Denies Hypnotic Influence... 

Judge Whilis, speaking on behalf of the 
widow and the mother of the dead bandit, 
gave out a statement to the effect that Mrs. 
Wolf appeared to be drawn to Harris by ¢ 
sort of hypnotic influence, said she had 
addressed Harris and his partners frequently, 
and gave the impression that the associations 
between Mrs. Wolf and Harris were not en. 
tirely of a business nature. 

In her letter to the California jurist Mrs. 
Wolf said: 

“I am almost destitute of words to con- 
vey my feelings. i can prove beyond a doubt 
to the world, and will endeavor to do so tn 
regard to my whereabouts every week since 
my husband’s death, and never have I been 
in Lamar Harris’ company with the exception 
of my three weeks’ trip to the coast to col- 
lect my insurance money last June and his 
visit to my home in New York three weeks

‘ To state that I followed any man simply 
outrages me. My leniency to Mr. Harris wag 
only shown because of my own recent sorrow 
and knowing what exposure would mean to 
those near and dear to him—and he was 
surely in a position where prison confronted 
him, as both Mr. Behymer, his partner, and 
Mr. Creighton, his secretary, will bear me out. 


Says She Has Documentary Evidence. 

“I have all my papers showing my posi- 
tion in this matter. In regard to any let.

“J feel it my due to be told the originator 
of such.an infamous lie. My husband has 
peen dead two years, and not until I was 
obliged to collect my insifrance money did 
I even correspond with Mr. Harris. I have 
never missed a week during that time vis- 
iting my little girl at her convent, so it will 
not be difficult for me to prove my assertion. 

“If this is not rectified fully;I shall appeal 
to the Masonic lodge as Dante!

SERKS TO STOP RIVER BRIDGE 


Sanitary Board Says R. R. Struc- 
ture Will Hinder Nayigation. 


PROTESTS TO WASHINGTON. 


Velocity of Current Would Be Increased 
and Law Violated, 


Resolutions condemning the plans of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company for a bridge 
ecrcas the Chicago river at Stewart avenue. 
an¢ calling upon the federal and city au- 
thorities to stop the work, were passed at a 
special session of the board of sanitary dis- 
trict trustees yesterda) 

The attention of the board to the obstruc- 
tion to navigation and the free flow of water 
in the river, wae called by its chief engineer, 
G. M. Wisner, and the matter was referred to 
the judiciary committre who reported the 
resolutions adopted yesterday. 

This committee found that if these plans 
were carried out the chonnel would be un- 
reasonably contracted, and they urged upon 
the board aot to appear to acquiesce by keep- 
ing silent, but to make a loud protest. 

The resolutions, wiich will be forwarded 
to the war department, recite that the com. 
pany proposes to erect a vertical lift bridge, 
the north abutment of which will project only 
six feet into the river, in such a manner 
that boats tied up at tae adjacent dock will 
acecessarily obstruc. the ehannel. 


Obstruction to Navigation. 

The south abutment, on the other hand, 
will project eighty feet into the river and 
cause a considerable obstruction. This pro- 
jection, according to the finding of the com- 
mittee, will so increase the velocity of the 
current at that point that the sanitary 
district will be unable to comply with the 
laws of Illinois regulating the amount of 
water neceasary for the dilution of sewage 
without violating the permit of the secretary 
of war regarding the velocity of the current. 

The sanitary board believes that it is en- 
titled to protest, owing to the fact that it 
has already spent $8,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago river. Mr. Wisner de- 
clared that there will be a water opening 
between the abutment and the pier on the 
south side, but that it will be only ten to 
twelve feet deep and about thirty feet wide, 
and will not provide much opening for the 
passage of water, and that the abutment 
projecting so.far out will interfere with 
navigation. 

“ There is no reason why the bridge should 
not be made with a larger span,” he said, 
“except that it would interfere with the 
tracks on the south side of the bridge.” 


Board Makes Inspection, 

All the members of the board made a tour 
of inspection yesterday tn the Calumét val- 
ley for the purpose of examining the lay of 
the land and to determine whether the pro- 
roeed Calumet channel and other improve- 
ments along the river were practical. The 
trip was suggested by President R. R. Mc-

Mrs. Schultz is charged with performing 
an operation on Oct. 8 from the effects of 
which Ruppert’s wife died last Thursday | 
night at her residence, 524 North Kedale ave- [| 
nue. The midwife. it is said, was engaged by 
Ruppert at the suggestion of Lowry. All 
three were arrested. Ruppert and Lowry 
were released on bonds signed by Ruppert’s 
father, a wealthy shoe manufacturer. 

Capt. Alcocks told Judge Newcomer that 
Ruppert admitted he engaged the midwife 
after her name and address had been sup- 
plied him by Lowry. He said Mrs. Ruppert 
hed asked him to get the midwife. Mrs. 
Schultz, also, is said to have made a state- 
ment to Capt. Alcock. 

Victim of Blood Poisoning. 

The death of Mrs. Ruppert was reported 
to the coroner Friday morning and Dr. H. G.

Attor- 
neys Henry P. Wilcox and M. D. Fisherty, 
representing Ruppert, agreed, and the con- 
tinuance: was then granted. Neither Mrs. 
Schyltz nor Ruppert testified. 

Ruppert was in such a nervous state when 
called to testify at the inquest that his at- 
torneys, Henry 8. Wilcox and Frank D. 
Comerford, would not permit him to answer 
any questions relating directly to the trag- 
edy.

An illuminating example of the advantages 
te be derived from the substitution of elec- 
tricity for steam motive power im railroad 
passenger service is furnished by the records 
of the South Side and Oak Park elevated 


raliroads, which electrified their lines in 1806 .

Similar figures on electric’ roade in New 
York and Roston that have changed their 
form of notive power reveal increases in 
earnings per mile and in passengers per car 
per annum. 

In wew,of the fact that the South side 
elevated roaé@ closely parallels the Illinois 
Central, and that its competition as well as 
that of the electric street cars have made 
heavy inroads into the suburban traffic of 
the steam road, the comparative figures fo: 
etcam and electric operation are especially 
significant. 


Helps South Side “L.” 

In the yea: after the South Side was elec- 
trified the pumber of passengers carried per 
car per annum suddenly jumped from 123,525 
to 120,762, cr & per cent. The number of cars 
operated wea increased from 110 to 254, and 
the opera‘ing cost per car mile was decreased 


, from 80.106 to $0.008, or 16-per cent. 


During ‘he same year the electrified Oak 

Fark road increased the number of passen- 
gers carted from 10,000,000 to 16,000,000, with 
a decrease in cperating cost of 8.2 per cent 
and an increase in sreed of 22 per cent. 
*In the absence of definite statistics on the 
operation of the New York Central electric 
zone, elevated railways are said to present 
the best example of heavy electric traction 
conditions that have been operated for a suf- 
ficient period and on a large’ enough scale 
to give good operating data and show the re- 
sults of electrification. 

Beginning with the Intramural ratiway at 
the world’s fair in 18938 Chicago now has a 
record of sixteen. years of severe and suc- 
cessful service accomplished by electric 


equipment.

In considering the decrease in cost per car 
mile with electric or steam operation it algo 
is to be noted that the increased speed means 
increased power consumption, so that had 
not the speed been increased when the 
change of motive power was made the elec- 
tric equipment would have shown from 25 to 
80 per cent decrease In cost per car mile in 
the case of the south side road. 


Same Showing Elsewhere. 

Similar results have been obtained on the 
New York and Brooklyn elevated roads. 
which electrified about the,same time as the 
Chicago lines. In the case of the Brooklyn 
elevated railroad, the number of passengers 
per car per year increased from 102.823 to 
121,922, or 18.7 per cent; and the schedule 
speed from 11.5 to. 16.8 miles per hour, or 87 
per cent, 

On the Manhattan Elevated raliroad the 
passengers per car per year Increased from 
160,381 to 211,382, or 24.8 per cent, and the 
acheduled speed increased from 10 to 15 miles 
per hour, or 48.5 per cent, while the cost per 
car mile decreased from $0.1198 to PO.0e8, or 
20.4 per cent, 

In commenting on these figures tn a supe 
to the American Street and Interurban Rail 
way association, H. M. Brinckerhoff, former- 
ly chief engineer of the South Side, Hlevated 
railroad, said the results obtained from elec- 
tricity In elevated service forms one of the 
strongest arguments for the possibility of in- 
creasing the capacity of a large city terminal 
with electricity. 

The electrification of elevated toads, he 
gaid, has demonstrated the following ad- 
vantages: 

1. An Imcreased capacity per car unit. due to 
greater availability for service, and higher schedule 
speed.

8. Increased earning capacity, due to land 2, and 
to more attractive service by reason of greater 
frequency of trains possible with economy, and 
quiter, cleaner service.

Chicago Srene League Guests Af- 
tack “Faithless Fruit.” 


POINT OUT DIRE . HISTORY. 


Speakers at Celebration Explain Some- 
body Always Gets Core. 


The apple, its history, tte anatomy, the 
traditions surrounding it, and the tempera- 
menta] attributes of it were the subject of 
grave eonsideration in the gold room of the 
Congress hotel yesterday by more than 100 
women assembled for this serious purpose. 

Representatives from nine different clubs 
in extremely dressy costumes assembled to 
do age to this particular fruit, end Mrs. 
Br k Kingedining Bowes demanded a 
long array of toasts in honor of it. Mrs. 
Frederick Dent Grant, in a wonderfully 
fetching costume of steel gray, soft satin, and 
silver fox furs with white tipped tails or- 
namenting it, paid her respects to the apple 
by coming to the luncheon and bringing her 
contribution of one large, shiny, red cheeked 
Jonathan.

Intention to Test the Law. 
The move to cause indictments and prose- 


Davies as a means of hastening @ decision on 
the question of the constitutionaiity of the 
act, which was passed at the last session of 
the legislature. Advisers of Mr. Davies 
pointed out that there is doubt whether the 
injunction issued by Judge Tuthill on Sept.

“In this way we can have a decision from 
the Supreme court in the January term of 
court. A decision on the appeal! in the in- 
junction case could not be handed down any 
earlier than that, in all probability.” 


May Appeal from Injunction. 

Mr. Davies, however, has not decided 
whether he will abandon his original plidn 
of appealing the injunction decision. A brief 
of: the appeal now is under preparation and 
State's Attorney Wayman several days ago 
invited Attorney Louls D. Brandeis of Boston 
to assist in pleading the constitutionality of 
the law. Mr. Brandeis accepted the invita- 
tion. , 

John’ M. Gienn, secretary of the Illinois 
Manufacturers association, held a) confer 
ence with Mr. Wayman several] minutes, and 
when he emerged from the prosecutor’s office 
he said: 

“I came over to see about the matter, as I 
heard Mr. Wayman tas about to begin pros- 
ecutiqn against several manufacturers.

Cohen said that more than 100 factories have 
been under investigation ae to the ten hour 
law during the last two monthe. 


Strong Opposition to Law, 

The law was adopted by the legislature 
through the efforts of the officers and mem- 
bers of the Waitresses’ union and the Wom- 
en's Trade Union league. Its adoption was 
fought strenuously by the members of the 
Ilinois Manufacturers’ association on the 
ground of unconstitutionality. On Sept. 13

The conclusion which the politicians, Re- 
publican and Democratic, are reaching is that 
a Democrat will be elected from the Lorimer 
district an@ that the Democratic organiza- 
tion, controlled thoroughly by National Com- 
mitteeman Roger C. Sullivan, will name the 
candidate who wil} be elected on Nov. 23. 

The official call for a Democratic congres- 
sional convention wil be issued by Chairman 
William L. O'Connell of the Democratic 
county committee probably tomorrow. The 
convention will be held either Friday or Sat- 
urday, the date evidently being left to some 
suggestion from Senator Lorimer, provided 
he gets back to Chicago in time. 

Plans for the Repubican convention, of 
course, depend absolutely upon the sugges- 
tions from Senator Lorimer, and in the ab- 
sence of such suggestions, up to now, no defi- 
nite plane for making @ nomination are at 
hand. The question will be decided tomorrow. 


Big Doings at East St. Louis. 

Many of the Cook county political leaders 
have been invited to East St. Louis for the 
assembly of southern Illinois Republicans, 
who will blow in coincident with the arrival 
of President Taft and the dedication of the 
new Bast St. Louls postoffice building. It is 
probable that political arrangements of the 
first class will be made, as concerne the 
plane of the southern Illinois Republicans, 
and with Gov.

The thirty-seven evening and continua- 
tion schools of the Chicago public school 
system will open tomorrow night for the be- 
ginning of a term of eighteen weeks. Accord- 
ing to the number of. registrations which 
were made Friday and Saturday the evening 
schools will start out with an enroliment of 
about 1,000 pupils and with the prospect of 
an additional 1,000 students when they get 
into full operation.

Found in Home of Teacher. 


FAIL TO KEEP THE SECRET.}PROGRAM OF REVOLUTION. 


Documents Made Basis on Which Man 
; Suffered Death. 


A young Spaniard, student in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago from Barcelona—by name 
Eladio Homs—brought into Tus Trisune 
office yesierday and translated an article 
bearing on the govérnment's charges as a 
result of which Francisco Ferrer, the teacher, 
Was put to death last week. 

The article was printed in the Barcelona 
daily “ La Veu ce Catalunya” a month ago.

Paris Scores Rail Service. 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 16-—This city has not yet 
ceased to resound with indignation at the 
inefficiency ,of the raflway service in con- 
nection with the great rush of sightseers 
to the aviation meet on Sunday. It now 
appears that the first reports, far from ex- 
ageerating, minimizedthe wrongs of the pub- 
lic and the violence committed by the exas- 
perated mobs. 

The worst congestion of traffic was on the 
Orleans line and the company’s explanations 
are anything but satisfactory. It was simply 
a case of flagrant mismanagement, of which 
at least a hundred thousand persons were the 
victims. Thousands were unable to get back 
to Paris at al] that night, and the bitterest 
irony of it all was that many of these, after 
spending hours on the way, arrived at Juvisy 
only after the flying contests of the day had 
ceased. 

The denunciation of the railway company 
is general, emphasizing thé fact it had done 
the utmost to induce the enormous multitude 
to take passage on its trains without assur- 
ing itself it could carry them.

ITALY WORKS TO GUARD CZAR 


Place of Visit Not Given Out and 
Three Towns Are Watched, 


RUSS POLICE ALSO BUSY. 


Socialists Issue a Manifesto Against 
Nicholas. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


ROME. Oct. 16.—Determined that the visit 


of the czar of Russia to this country next 
week shall be accompanied by no untoward 
incidents, the Italian government is work- 
ing with tireless zeal to perfect arrange- 
ments for his safe and pleasant entertain- 
ment. 

Three points have been proposed by King 
Emmanuej for his reception of Nicholas, 
and as the Russian government has signified 
its intention of withholding its decisién as 
to which place shall be designated, all three 
are being policed with unusual care. The 
czar will come next Friday or Saturday and 
the objective point of his visit will not be 
made known until] Wednesday or Thursday. 
The czar will leave St. Petersburg probably 
on Tuesday. 

The three points proposed are Ratconigl, 
in the province of Cuneo; Bari, on a penin- 
sula in the Adriatic, and Baja, a small town 
near Naples. 


8,000 Troops Are at Turin. 


Although all three are being filled with 
police and troops, the Italian government 
apparently feels that Racconig! is the place 
most Likely to be selected, and 8 000 troops 
are centered at Turin. the largest town in 
the vicinage. Many Russian secret police 
already are at Turin and are céoperating 
with the Italian forces to insure the safety 

f the imperial party.

The police arrested a young man who held 
a revolver in his hand on a train proceeding 
toward Racconigi today.

Alexander, after his wife fic d, deposited in 
the Societe Generale bank of Hyeres ce. tain 
valuable goods and chattels, consisting of 
rich gowns, a pear! necklace, and other costly 
jewelry, precious gems, pictures by Corot, 
Dias, Ingres, and Harpignies, and al) the 
silver plate of the Vite Marie des Lyons, in- 
cluding a silver bath tub. 

As the money lender did not receive a 
prompt payment of his loan, he has taken 
out an injunction against these valtablies, 
which are estimated tc be worth over $100,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blakiston, knowing nothing 
of the injunction, went to Hyeres and invited 
many friends and guests to celebrate their 
arrival. To their consternation, the bank 
refused to give Mrs. Biakiston her jewels. 
dresses, plate, and the other things she need- 
ed for @ smart post-hconeymoon reception, 
and Mrs. Biakiston had to dismiss her ar- 
riving guests.

In England, however, there has been no 
eoncession of any serious importance, with 
the result that the big brewers, who now are 
eilsc the owners of most of the saloons, are in 
a state of frenay. andare declaring that if the 
Tory party, whose funds they have filled, 
whose candidates they have supported for 
generations, do not come to their rescue, then 
there is no further use for a Tory party, and 
threaten te withdraw their support, financial 
and electoral, which would be the deadliest 
of blows to the whole Tory army. 

It is impossible for the Tory leaders to ig- 
nore this tremendous appeal; and if all other 
forces pressing for rejection of the budget 
fail, this may prevail. 

The Tarlit reformers are the second great 
and irreconcilable force demanding the rejec- 
tion of the budget. Their object, of course, is 
to bring tariff referm as the policy of the 
entire Unionist party before the electors, and 
to make it impossible for Balfour to pre- 
vyaricate any further. 

Tariff Reformers Urge Fight. 

They would sooner lose a dozen elections 
than free the Unionist party frem adhesion 
to their doctrines of protection. Indeed, 
some of these protectionists are so ardent in 
their faith—regard it asso much more impor- 
tant than anything else—that they are said 
not to mind very much if even the house of 
lords gets a bad knock in the coming election. 

Oneof the most active of the tariff reformers 
is Pike Pease, who is one of the Whigs of 
the Unionist party. He is an intimate of 
Chamberlain; and Pike Pease from the*open- 
ing of the crisis has never wavered in the 
opinion that the house of lords will reject the 

- budget. If they don’t, he says, the party 
will be rent in twain. 

Two other factors have recently joined the 
ranks of the rejectionists—Lord Rothschild 
and the Times. This is a surprise—at least 
im the case of Lord Rothschild. It has been 
assumed that the enormous financial de- 
rangement which must come from the rejec- 
tion of the budget would be dreaded by all 
city men, and that they would use their influ- 
ence to get the lords to adopt wiser counsels. 


Rothschild Openly for War. 

But Rothschild now is getting a big requi-° 
sition in the city In favor of rejection, and 
that takes away one of the last barriers 
egainst the rejection of the budget.

King Pulled Into Battle. 

Now: the Times declares the fate of the 
budget iesealed. 

And now enters a third and most important 
factor which has been hitherto left out of 
account—the king. It seems to be pretty cer- 
tain that he is doing his best to prevent the 
plunge. It is impossible if the fight goes on 
to keep him out of it,and when revolutionary 
passion is excited, as will be the case if the 
budget is rejected, it is IMpossible to say 
what institution is safe. 

The bitter and perilous alternatives which 
the struggle .will place before him are ob- 
vyieus. The Liberals will, of course, if the 
budget be rejected, submit to the electorate 
not merely the budget but the house of lords. 
Ifthe electorate gives them a substantial

Saturday.—O, this is great, absolutely noth- 
ing to do; and I have done nothing. The joy 
ef it—no stars, no dawn, no horses, no carga- 
Gores, not anything, just ooze out the day, 
and tenight I have sat long on my balcony 
watching the moon dance on the river and 
listened to the iow strumming of a guitar and 
mandolin just below us on the river front. 

Sunday.—And today was even better than 
yesterday, for in the night a bagio came up 
and the wind roared, and the river sang, and 
the rain danced. Ah, what a night to sleep! 
And this morning, when Gregorio brought 
me my coffee—and I never tasted better—it 
was & cool and sweet air which blew through 
the windews, and outside the old riyer raged 
like a young sea in travail. 

And in the afternoon I wandered out of the 
compound, up the grassy street, a rick- 
ety old building with a double door, over 
which was written “ Postoffice.”” On one 
side of the door was “ Bar. Whisky.” 

A little further and I saw on a high bamboo 
pole a white flag on which, in blood red, were 
two cocks, hors du combat, and I entered a 
gap in a bamboo fence and found 100 or se 
natives under a sort of shed, and many of 
them carried white, or red, or black cocks 
under their’ arms, and here and th two 
would squat on their heels and, holding the 
cocks by their tail, would “try them out.’”’ 
This went on for some time, the men patting 
the cocks, smoothing their feathers, and 
otherwise fondling them as a mother would a 


child. 
Real Match Begins. 

Then, evidently, a pair was considered 
mated, for around two men the crowd gath- 
ered, and there was a jingling of silver and 
evidence in the air of something doing. Two 
and a half inch spurs of steel were fastened 
to the short toe of each bird, and the crowd 
passed into the four foot wide inclosed pas- 
Sage surrounding an open inclosure, per- 
haps twenty feet square. Men went about 
making bets, the money, pesetas and pesos, 
being passed to & young man who sat on a 
stool behind a table.

AMERICAN ACTOR REBUKES 
CHATTERERS IN THEATERS. 


Henry Miller Halts Performance in Lon- 
don to Refer to “Bad Manners of 
Algys’’—Society Folk Offenders.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Henry Miller, whe is 
playing Charles Frohman’s production of 
“ The Great Divide,” at the Adelphi theater, 
was the chief character in an unreféarsed 
episode which occurred at the theater 
Wednesday night and which is causing a 
great deal of talk in both theatrical and so- 
clety circles. 

In the stalle were a party of four people 
who chattered a good deal during the per- 
formance. They were in the second row. quite 
close to the stage, and their remarks plainly 
were heard by the actors. Miller bore it in 
patience for gome time, though he looked 
daggers at the offenders, who remained ap- 
parently quite oblivious to the fact they were 
disturbing anybody.

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| PERSIA’S PREMIER 


IS.A MAN OF IRON 


: Siphdar Comes of a Famous 


Family and Is Financier of 
Progressive Ideas. . 


Striking Example of Collapse of 
Socialistic Project Present- 
ed in France, 


{BY THE CHIEF EUROPEAN CORRESPOND- 
ENT OF THE LAFFAN NEWS BUREAU.) 
LONDON, Oct. 6.—All powerful in Persia 


from Teheran, has been appointed prime min- 
ister of that distressful country. A letter from 
Teheran describes him as a man of excep- 
tional’ strength of character, who has a re- 
markable career behind him. 

His ancestors were all famous Pérsian 
ameers and army leaders. His real name 
is Mohammed Velikhan Nasér-es-Gultaneh, 
and the title of sipahdar, by which he is 
known to the world, simply means fielé mar- 
shal. His age is 65, but he does not look 
older than 50. | 
At the age of 10 he was appointed a colonel 
in the Persian army, but it was not until 
his appointment, at the age of 31, to a general- 
ship of the third class that he began to play 
a role in political affairs, Towafd the end 
of the reign of Shah Naser-Eddin he wes in- 
trusted with the contro! of the nationa! mint. 
The Persian coinage at that time was, owing 
to the fall in. the price of silver, in a depre- 
ciated condition, but Mohammed succeeded 
in reorganizing it with great progt to the 
national exchequer. ; 

Under Museffer-Eddin he become director 
general of customs. In this capacity he laid 
the foundation of the system upok which to 
this day Persia’k international credit is based 
and which saved the country’s finances dur- 
ing the late troubles from utter ruin. 


Rises from a Road Maker. 

Afterward, with the title of ameer and 
sirdar (marshal), he was sent as governor 
to Gilan, one of the most barren of Persian 
provinces. Here his efforts lay mainly in 
the direction of roadmaking, but the people 
of the province rebelled against the taxation 
he imposed upon them for this purpose. 
Eventually he was recalled to Teheran to 
superintend the reform of the army, on which 
occasion he received the supreme distinction 
of sipahdar. 

By this time he was held to be the richest 
man in Persia, and he added to his fortune 
still more by acquiring the concession of the 
Persian telegraph system and raising its 
efficiency. When the constitution was gbol- 
ished by the shah and the house of pariia- 
ment bombarded a revolution broke out in 
Tabriz, and the sipahdar was sent with an 
army to subduetherebels. But, as he really 
sympathized with the liberal movement, and 
forsesaw that the entire country would 
presently turn against the shah, he resigned 
and went back to his province of Gilan. 

How he organized a small but efficient army 
and captured Kaswin and then Teheran, the 
capital itself, is a matter of recent history, 


Socialistic Project Is Failure. 


A striking example of the failure of socia)- 
istic theories when practically applied is 
given by Edward Vicars, British consu! at 
Lyons, France, in his latest report to the 
foreign office. 

The enterprise was known as the Miners’ 
mine, in the Loire coal basin, and was started 
in 1891 and heralded as marking the inaugu- 
ration of a new golden age of industrial co- 
operation. A concession, consisting of four 
pits, covering an area of some 188 acres, had 
been obtained at a low price from a Paris 
banking firm, and subscriptions flowed in 
from all sides, including one of $10,000 from 
the French government and $2,000 from the 
town of St. Etienne. 

Having thus secured working capital, the 
miners’ union set to work to frame the stat- 
utes of@fhe new society, the essential point 
of whi was that a)! profits were to be 
divided among the workers inthe mine. Dis- 
sensions and difficulties were not long in 
making their appearance, and practically, 
never cvased UMtil the final closing dowa 
of the mine.

Read carefully the names of the men’ 
Which appear above. They are they who. 
conduct the business enterprises which 
most nearly affect the comfort and wel- 
fare-of the people of Chicago. The surface 
and elevated traction companies, the light 
companies, and the telephone, company 
pupply necessities of our daily existence. 
The banks are as closely woven into the 
social net of our lives, because they have 
in charge our savings and supply capital 
for business, great and small, for mort- 
g2ges on homes which we are buying, or 
on apartments and boarding housés 
which we live. 

Primarily a public service corporation is 
entitled to a fair return upon its invest- 
ment and the assurance that the physical 
plant, for which it has paid, and not the 
people, shall not be taken away from it 
without compensation. And no more. 

We will not consider at this moment the 
mames of the nonresident directors of 
these corporations. Most of them have 
achieved with singular daring and success 
a degree of odium which no man will envy 
them. That is not true of most of the 
resident directors. We have rid our- 
selves of our Yerkeses and on the whole 
the resident directors are viewed in a not 
wholly unfriendly light. 

But “by their fruits ye shall know 
them!” ‘Bheir conduct during: the next two 
years wil] determine their status in public 
opinion and among their fellows in busi- 
ness. If they seek to exploit the public for 
their own profit they will suffer a degree 
of ostraciem unequaled since Charles T. 
Yerkes milked his stockholders and the 
community in which he built layer upon 
layer of stratified securities. 

We have said before that the harvest 
was near at hand and the winnowing of 
the chaff from the grain not far off. Con- 
sider these men. Let them consider the 
standards by which they will be judged. 
Their opportunity is so great that it stag- 
gers the imagination. In a city distraught 
by congestion, hungry for capital, they can 
build for the happiness of those alive to- 
day and their posterity, and their own 
honor and prosperity. If they do not per- 
mit greed to breed grab, and if they 
realize that real public service is private 
gain not only in dollars but in honor, they 
will live in peace. Otherwise they will 
wilt before public wrath.

MR. LORIMER AND HARMONY. 

That there should be an instant’s doubt 
in the minds of the Republican leaders of 
the state as to the course to be pursued 
towards Senator William Lorimer, or an 
instant’s doubt as to the course he will 
pursue towerds them, brings into serious 
question their present inental condition.

It is because he can 
obtain results when he is in sole com- 
mand and cannot obtain them when he 
shares authority with another. 

These things are so well known to the 
leaders in the Republican party that to 
say them is like carrying coal to Carbon- 
dale, and yet they seem in danger of being 
forgotten. Lf Gov. Charlies S. Deneen have 
any doubt as to the purposes of Mr. 
Lorimer, let him consider his own experi- 
ences of the last two years.’ The present 
senator, deprived of his control of the 
estate administration by his failure to 
nominate his candidate, would have put 
a Democrat in the governor's office had 
there been any means in his power by 
which the defeat of the present governor 
could have been accomplished.

When Napoleon became emperor he behaved, gen- 
erously both to the ex-laundress and to. hie two°sons, 
caused them to betarefully educated, furnished them 
when they grew up with appointmenis, and not long 
before the outbreak of the war of 1870 created the 
eldest count de Labenne and the other count d@’Orx, 
Labenne and Orx being the naifiés of two small sta- 
tions on the Great Northern railroad of France. 

The unt d@ Labenne married Mile, siterriette 
Paradis, ghter of a Parisian banker, by whom he 
had a son of the name of George. Visiting -Brittany 
they made a stay at Paimpol and took such @ fancy 
to the place that when the count de Labenne died his 
widow and her little boy took up their residence there. 
Her child died before he was 6 years old, and some 
time afterwards the countess married a man of the 
name of Dupont, with whom she continued to live at 
Paimpol and whom she survived for a number of 
yeags. Her remains, those of her two husbands, 


? of her little boy repose in the ancient chapel of Lancey, 


which, erected 900 years ago to commemorete a victory 
of Alan the Great, duke of Brittany, over the Norman 
pirates, had fallen into decay and was purchased by 
her, restored, and converted into a mausoleum. It is 
situated in the midsy of a small copse 6f trees near 
the station of Plourive, on the Vine of railroad from 
Paimpol to Pontrieux.

Napoleon’s other son, the younger brother of the 
count de Labenne—namely: the comte d’Orx, died in 
1892, unmarried, and without leaving any issue. Napo- 
leon III, had provided for this particular son by be- 
stowing upon him a large tract of territory in the 
Landes district, where he spent his entire existence 
in agricultural pursuits, to which he was devoted, 
holding himself entirely aloof from politics. The only 
evidence that he ever gave of attachment to his 
father’s cause was by making a point of traveling 
each year, no matter what the condition of the weather 
or the state of his health, to Biarritz for the parpose of 
attending the -‘memorial mass and service celebrated on 
Jan. 9, the anniversary of the death of the French 
emperor. He bore a startling resemblance to his im- 
perial father, the natural likeness having been en- 
hanced by his studious adherence to Napoleon IIL's 
style of dress and mode of wearing his beard and 
mustache, 

—~o- 

Former Socialists and foes of law and order make 
excellent public officers. One of England's ablest 
colonial administrators is Sir Sydney Oliver, governor 
in chief and captain general of Jamaica, who was for- 
merly a pronouneed Socialist. Then there is Camille 
Barre, condemned to death some thirty-eight years 
ago as a member of the Paris commune, but who is 
today France's ambassador at Rome, and who has con- 
tributed more than any one else.to alienate Italy from 
the triple alliance’ and to reconcile her with France. 

At Athens there is, as French minister pleni- 
potentiary, Gabriel Deville, once Karl Marx's most 
fervent disciple, who complained that the doctrines of 
the French Socialist leader, Jules Guesde, were not 
sufficiently advanced, and who was so bitter against 
the moneyed classes that at the time of the destruction 
by fire of the Opera Comig at Paris, in which so 
many well known memberg “f Parisan society per- 
ished, he exclaimed: 

“What is that to us? They are not our dead!” 
Meaning, of course, that the fate of the rich left the 
masses indifferent. 

Since then he has bhccahe, Genie imheritance, a 
millionaire, wae elected to the chamber of deputies, 
and, on.failing to secure reéilection, was appointed, 
without any previous diplomatic training, minister 
plenipotentiary at Athens. He is doing there ex- 
tremely well; and in the present crisis in Greece, which 
endangers not only the Hellenic dynasty but likewise 
the peace of Europe, he has shown himself to be a 
singularity clever diplomat and astute adviser of the 
king to whose court he is credited and whose friend 
he has become. 

_— 

Apropos of King George, Prince Hohenlohe in his 
memoirs recalls that when the French former minister 
of foreign affair, Barthelemy Saint Hilaire, and Gen. 
Pittie stopped of at Berlin on their way home to 
Paris after representing France at the funeral of 
Alexander III. at St. Petersburg, the late Prince Bis- 
marck receiving them and discussing Greece, remarked: 

“In Greece there is only One man of honor— 
namely: the king, and if he is that, it is because he is 
not a Greek, and under the circumstances we will not 
allow him to be subjected co any trouble.” 

Does anybody want the beautiful statue of the 
poet Heinrich Heine, which the late Empress Elizabeth 
caused to be erected on the terrace of Achilleion, her 
fairy-like palace at Corfu, built for her regardless of 
expense? When Emperor William acquired Achilleion 
a few years ago he declined to retain the statue of 
Heine. For in seeking repose, peace, and agreeable 
leigure in his lovely southern retreat he did not relish 
the idea of havirig constantly pelore his eyes the 
plastic portrayal of a man who ke4 used his undenia- 
ble gifts to revile the Hohenzollerns and to ridicule 
German patriotism. 

~— ' 

Learning this, a Hamburg publisher purchased 
from the emperor this statue of Heine for a sum of 
$2,500 with the object of presenting it to his native 
city, where Heine had spent a considerable portion of 
his life. He fondly imagined that the Hamburg 4au- 
thorities would jump at the chance. But his offers 
remained without acceptance, and when he appealed 
to the burgomaster and to the senate for a site for the 
statue, offering to pay all expenses in connection with 
its erection and maintenance, he received a curt refusal 
on the ground that if erected in the city it might ob- 
struct traffic and if set up in the zodlogical gardens 
or any of the public parks it would probably give rise 
to troublesonie demonstrations. 

a@s the statue is of too imposing a character for a 
private house or private garden, he has it on his hands 
and would gladly dispose of it to some city or public 
institution, in one word, find a suitable site for the 
monument, which is now a homeless exile.

Yet 
that is just what many of us are doing, living for the 
passing and thé trivial, and so losing the eternal and 
truly valuable.

Wiolence Becoming 


IOLENOB, the former basis of unity emong 
men, now no longer inspires people with the 
blind confidence it used to, but on the contrary 
appears as something repugnant to their con- 
sciences. 

The majority of men now feel more or less 
vividly the necessity of arranging life on other 
bases than on violence. But the old customs, 
traditions, education, habits, and especially the 
arrangement of life, are all such that men de- 
sirous of doing things demanded by the laws of 
love do them by means of violences that is to 
say, they émploy means directly opposite to the 
law of love, in the name of which they act. 

. Thus in our time, in the name of love and 
for the good of the people; revolutionists, communists, and anarchists 
perpetrate their destructions and murders. In the name of love, too, 


and again for the good of the people, the governments arrange their 
prisons, fortresses, exile systems, and executions. In the name of love 


and the highest welfare not of one but of all nations, diplomatists ar- 
range their alliances and congresses, resting on ever increasing and 
ever more elaborately armed armies. In the name of love wealthy 
men, having gathered and retained wealth, thanks to laws enforced 
by violence, arrange all sorts of philanthropic institutions, the security 
of which is again guarded by violence. 

It is becoming ever more and more impossible for the life of men, 
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_ @2 aspect and revelation of God. . 


And in so far as science has any ultimate meaning we must dare to 
‘extend the thought of growth and process and development up te the 
height of all that we can realise of the superna] being. 

In some parte of the universe perhaps already the ideal conception 


has been attaffied. And the region of such attainment, the full blaze 


of self-conscious Deity, is too bright for mortal eyes, is utterly beyond 
our highest thoughts. But in part the attainment is imperfect. In our 
present home it is nascent, or only just beginning. 

And our own struggles and efforts, and disappointments and aspira- 
tions are evidence of the effort, are part of the effort toward fuller and 
completer and more conscious existence. 

The Christian idea of God is not that of a being outside the untl- 
verse, above its struggles and advances, looking on and taking no part 
in the process, solely exalted, beneficent, self-determined, and complete. 
It is that of a God who loves, who yearns, who suffers, who enters 
into the storm and conflict, and is subject to conditions as the soul of it 
all, conditions not artificial and transitory, but inherent in the process 
of producing free and conscious beinga, and essential to the full selt- 
development even of Deity. 


rulers or ruled, to continue in its present condition. This is vividly 
felt by the former as well as by the latter. Life was possible, with 
its division Into dozens of hostile states, with their emperors, kings, 
armies, and diplomatists, and with their seizure of the fruits of the 
people’s toil for armaments and the maintenance of armies, so long 
as each nation nalvely imagined that it alone was a real nation, that 
all the others were enemies and barbarians, and that it was not only 
laudable to devote labor and life to the defense of one’s people and 
its rulers, but that this was inevitable, and as natural as to eat, to 
marry, or to breathe. 

Such a life was possible when men believed poverty and riches 
to be conditions foreordained by God, and when the powerful never 
doubted the lawfulness, of their position, but in their souls, before God, 
were sincerely proud of it, considering themselves to be a chosen, pe- 
culiar kind of men, while the common people, the “ villeins,” those 
who worked with their hands or traded, they considered creatures of a 
lower race, and when the subjected and poor believed that the power- 
ful and rich were really a peculiar kind of men, ordained by God 
himself to rule over them, just as for themselves he had foreordained 
@ life of subjection and poverty. 

Such a life was possible in the Christian world so long as it never 
entered the heads either of rulers or of the ruled to doubt the Oath- 
olic, Orthodox Greek, or Lutheran religions, which were called Chris- 
tian, though they allowed not merely complete inequality but downright 
slavery, considered the killing of human beings permissible and even 
laudable, and when people believed so firmly in this artificial religion 


CESSes. 
_ It is a marvelous and bewildering thought, -but it is the revelation 
of Christ. This is the truth which has been reverberating down the 
ages ever since. It has been the hidden inspiration of saint, apostle, 
prophet, martyr, and in however vague a form, has given hope and 
consolation to the unlettered millions; a God that could understand, 
that could suffer, that could sympathize, that had felt the extremity of 
homan anguish, the agony of bereavement, had submitted even to the 
torture of the innocent, and had become acquainted with the pangs of 
death. 


This has been the chief consolation of the Christian religion. This 
is the extraordinary conception of Godhead to which we have thus far 
risen, 


“Thie is my beloved son.” The Christian God is revealed as 
the incarnate spirit of humanity. Or better—the incarnate spirit of 
humanity is recognized as a real, intrinsic part of God. “‘The kingdom 
of heaven is within you,” surely one of the most inspired utterances 
of antiquity. , 

Dimly and partially it has been seen by all the prophets, and 
doubtless by many of the pagan saints. Dimly and partially we see 
it now. But in the life dlood of Christianity this is the most rital 
element. 

It is not likely to be the attribute of any one religion alone. It

that it wae not necessary to defend Kk either by conscious fraud or by 
force. 

This went on for cepturies, but the time came when a! that made 
such a life possible began to crumble away, till at last the people of 
the whole world, and especially of Christendom, became more or less 
clearly conscious that not they alone—Germans, French, Japanese, or 
Russians—tlive in the world, and not they alone want to safeguard the 
welfare of their nation, but that all are in the same position, and 
therefore all war is not merely ruinous to the masses, who receive no 
advantages, but only get privations from it, but is also quite unrea- 
sonable. 

Besides this, the people of our time have become more or less 
clearly conscious that the taxes taken from them are not used for 
their good, but for the most part spent on things harmful to them: 
on wars, and on the luxuries of their rulers; that wealth is not some- 
thing granted from above, as they formerly believed, but is the fruit 
of a whole chain of deceptions, extortions, and deeds of violence prac- 
ticed on the laboring people. In the depths of their souls the powerful 
and rich in our time know this, but not having the courage to give up 


‘their position, either by rude violence, fraud, or concessions they try 


to maintain it. 

So now, hen, besides being divided into different nationalities 
(some held in subjection and anxioug for freedom, and some dominant 
and anxious to withhold freedom), men are also everywhere divided 
into two hostile and imbittered classes—the workers, defrauded, hnu-

Question Concerning theSpectalist. 


HIS is the age of the specialist. You can’t get 
away from the reiteration of the fact. Hvery- 
body, na matter what his occupation, seems 
pleased to comment upon the condition. From 
the highest of the professions, down to the 
miscellaneous occupations of the laborer, the 
distinction “ specialist” is applied on all sides. 
Isn’t it possible that we are specializing a lit- 
tle too much in our appreciation of the specialist? 
3 In the main the growth of specializing in 
occupations has come about through congested 
populations. In the rural sections of the coun- 
try there is no place for the resident specialist. 
The country doctor, lawyer, machinist, me> 


ehant, and the like, lacking a constituent pop- 


ulation sufficient to promise him employment enough to satisfy his 
needs, remains the “all around” worker. The more deserving he 
may be in this application of the “all around” man the better he is 
appreciated. 

vibes in the large centers of population the reverse of the condition 
has come about. “That “all around” effigiency no longer is at a pre- 


timation of the general public. Instead, it is regarded 
ee It carries. with it the 


the worker hopes to make good in general. 
In the highest appreciation of the earnest specialist there is no 


doubt that specialization has been of enormous influence in the world. 
In that highest expression of the specialist bent one finds the worker 
intent upon eliminating those things in which he finds least interest 
and least adaptability in himself, in order that through devotion or 
more concentrated study and work upon the thing of most interest 
he may attain his highest usefulness. 

No one possibly can find criticism of the specialist who specializes 
fn this sense. Out of probably half a dozen talents he has risked 
choosing one in his particular field, upon which he banks his whole 
future. Having assumed this risk soberly and intelligently, it must 
be presumed that he will give the best that is in him toward that par 
ticular ambition. 

f this be true of the professions, it is economically true of the 
trades. If in some city environment there are a dozen factories mak- 
ing barrels and none of these cares to install machines for turning 
the wooden biings with which they are to be sealed, that individual 
who builds a plant solely for the manufacture of these wooden corks 
fills an economic need in an economic way. Naturally, through his 
specialized machinery and plant, he can turn out bungs for the barrel 
makers cheaper than each barrel manufacturer can turn out the prod- 
uct in his own barrel shop. ; 

But, as a matter of fact, this misunderstood “ specializing” has 
gone much further than all this. Today it is almost impossible for a 
casual caller in any large business house, office, or establishment of any 
kind not to feel the misdirected influence of specializing. 

“That is not my work” is to be seen in the faces of employés, if 


it does not materialize in the words themsétives. Often, indeed, two 
or more employés may engage in a controversy over the point while 
the caller waits for a decision to be reached. It may be a matter upon 
which any one member of the establishment can speak in a moment, 
decisively: and satisfactorily. But, with the mistaken idea of special- 
izing which has grown up in the place, the plea that this is not “my” 
work operates day after day and year after year to the detriment of

Meryon Great Etcher of Old Architecture. 


bought frem Howard Mansfield of 

New York his famous collection of 

the etchings of Charles Meryon, one 

of the finest in the quality of the tm- 
pressions and one of the most complete in 
“the world. The collection is still in port- 
folios in the basement; it will be shown to 
the public at the opening of the new gal- 
leries. 

It includes not only the great plates of 
the Paris series but all the little titles and 
inscriptions, a map, a few poeme etched in 
round, firm script—everything which the 
touch of the master’s needle enriched. Also 
there are three almost invisible drawings— 
delicate studies for the San Francisco plate 
done with a hard, fine pencil point on ex- 
tremely thin paper. 

There is more difference between good 
and inferior impressions from Meryon’s 
plates than fn the case of other great etch- 
ers. In the present collection the rarest 
states are shown, and each impression is 
superiatively fine. Surely never before or 
since has there been so loving a touch upon 
architecture, an interpretation of old build- 
ings at once so firm and sane, and so poetic 
and profound as well.

He never forgot the straight Ife, the 
firm foundation; he gives that solidity and 
strength of great bulldings which so many 

of our modern etchers fall to achieve. And 
yet the subtlest grace of curving turret, 
the most evanescent suggestion of ancient 

“poetry and charm, rise into those wonder- 
ful cloudy skies of his and bewitch the lover 
of great art. 

He loved different kinds of olf bulldings— 
not only the Gothic apse of Notre Dame 
and the thin parallel columns of its tower, 
but also the renaissance facade of St. Eti- 
enne du Mont. He loved gabled houses in 
Bourges, slim doorways, high windowed 
walls, arched bridges under which the 
smooth Seine runs slowly, its waters al- 
ways strangely deep and mysterious.

SOLDIERS ON PRACTICE MARCH. 


Two Battalions from Fort Sheridan 
Start for Fox Lake—Will Be 
Gone Twenty-one Days. 


The first and third battalions of the Twen- 
ty-seventh infantry stationed at Fort Sheri- 
dan, with headquarters and band, left the 
post yesterday morning for a twenty-one 
days’ practice march. . 

They were accompanied by the machine 
gun platoon of twenty-seven men. Col. Will- 
lam Pitcher is in command. They arrived 
at Diamond lake in the afternoon. 

They will remain in camp there until to- 
morrow morning, when they will march to 
Fox lake, where they will establish a perma- 
nent camp. The pian is to make daily prac- 
tice marches of from twelve to twenty miles. 
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who think like Gen. Fred D. Grant are Field 
Marshal Lord Wolseley, his brother Field 
Marshal Lord Kitchener, and most of the 
generals who have served under the latter 
in ws ik in South Africa, and in India, Ad- 
mir Lord Charles Beresford, and many 
another military and naval commander of 
equal note and standing.

Wolseley has long been an enthusiast on 
the subject, and during his term of office as 
commander in chief of the British army, in 
succession to the late duke of Cambridge, he 
inaugurated a series of careful and ex- 
haustive experiments with the object of as- 
eertaining the comparative effects of al- 
coho! and of total abstinence upon the 
physical endurance and the staying qualities 
of the troops. Advantage was taken of the 
annual maneuvers as well as of those petty 
wars of which England has alweys a few 
on hand in one part or another of the world 
to investigate carefully the problem. 

One regiment would be deprived of every 
drop of stimulant, another, belonging to the 
same brigade, would be allowed to purchase 
as usual ite malt liquore at the canteen, while 
a@ third, probably a highiand corps, would 
receive a sailor’s ration of grog in the form 
of Scotch whisky. In each instance the ex- 
periment went to show that, whereas at first 
the corps which had received an allowance 
of grog surpassed the others in dash and 
impetuosity of attack, yet that after the 
third or fourth day its members began to 
show notabie signs of lassitude and a lack 
of spirit and endurance. The same mani- 
festations, though in a minor degree, were 
observed in the regiment restricted to malt 
liquors, whereas the men who hed been 
kept from every sor( of stimulant increased 
in staying power, alertness, and vigor every 
da 


tt was as the result of these experiments 
that when Lord Kitchener organized his 
Anglo-Egyptian force for the final march 
upon Khartum for the reconquest of the 
Soudan and the destruction of the Mahdi he 
declined to allow a single drop of stimulant 
in his army, save for hospital use. Spirits, 
wine, and malt Mquors were barred from the 
officers’ mess table as well as from the regi- 
mental canteen, and from the generals down 
to the drummer boys and camp fallowers 
liquid refreshments were restricted to tea 
and catmeal water. 


—_ 

When one remembers how devoted the 
Englishman is to his beer, the Scotchman 
to his ‘‘ mountain dew.’’ and the Irishman 
to his poteen, modern history abounding in 
the upsets of British cabinets ill advised 
enough to attempt to increase the tax on 
these stimulants, which are regarded not 
as luxdries but as actual necessaries of life, 
the boldness and likewise the difficulty of 
Lord Kitchener’s innovation will be appre- 
ciated. But his scheme more than fulfilled 
all his expectations. Thanks to total ab- 
stinence, the men were able to make forced 
marches of the.most extraordinary charac- 
ter acress the burning desert and under a 
blazing sun, the heat of whose rays can only 
be appreciated by those who have lived under 
the equator. The Seudan is famed for its 
deadly climate, which either kilie or pre- 
maturely ages the majority of white folks. 
who penetrate beyond its frentiers. In- 
deed, it has often been nicknamed, and with 
good cause, too, “the man-eating Soudan,” 
by reason of the number of white ves that 
it has consumed. 

Yet in spite of this there had never been 
a campaign until then where there was so 
little sickness, where so few men were com- 
pelled to fall out, even on the longest march, 
and where the troops were got into sich 
magnificent physical and moral training 
that they would actually cover thirty miles 
of sand with empty water bottles without 
slaking their thirst once from the beginning 
to the end of the march, at the close of which 
they would stil find themselves sufficiently 
fresh and vigorous to win a hard fought 
victory, such as that of Atbara. 

Of course all binds of devices and tricks 
were resorted to in the earlier stages of this 
particular Soudan campaign (o defeat Lord 
Kitchener’s innovation. and one wily Gr@k 
liquor dealer even managed, no one knows 
exactly how, to get several wagon loads of 
spirits up beyond Wady Halfa for the pur- 

of retailing them to the officers and 
men of the expedition. But fortunately 
Kitchener obtained an inkling of the affair, 
captured the convoy, and caused every bot- 
tle and barrel to be mercilessly destroyed. 
the liquor merely serving to poison the sand 
and to stake the thirst of the ever parched 


desert.

Accordling to Lord Kitchener, it is not 
merely that a soldier's staying powers are 
augmented by total abstinence, but likewise 
his shooting is improved. In these days es- 
pecially, with the new quick-firing rifles and 
guns, there is a tendency on the part of the 
treops to fire wildly, and to squander their 
ammunition at the outset of the engagement. 
Indeed, the one object of the officers is te 
keep their men calm, cool, collected, and@free 
from excitement, so ‘hat they may reserve 
their fire for the proper moment, and then 
shoot to hit. But this beeemes a matter of 
difficulty when the soldiers have been 
wrought up by even ever so smal! a draught 
of what is known as “ Dutch ceurage.”” The 
spectacle of bloodshed and the noieg and din 
of battle are quite sufficient in themselves, 
not only to produce excitement but also to 
arouse all the latent disposition to savagery 
that lurks in every humen breast. This being 
the case. is it wise or politic to still further 
inflame the passions and to lessen the re- 
strictions of civilization by the use of stim- 
wiante? If there is one class of people more 
than any other among whom abstinence 
ought to be encouraged, ft is among the 
troops, and on account of its surpassing value

since the slightest mistake might result in 
an appalling catastrophe, with the destruc- 
tien of the lives of all the crew of 600 or 800 
men. The responsibility is overwhelming 
It is not only one’s own career and one’s life 
that is In the balance, but algo the fate of the 
ship, representing a cost perhaps of $10,000, - 


000, and the existence of all one’s fellow creat- 


ures on board. 

Men: who have to shoulder this burden do 
not dare to drink; the risk is too appalling. 
That is why inebriety, formerly treated with 
relative indulgence, is new punished with 
such great severity im the American and 
English navies, and why drinking has gone 
out of fashion among naval men. No one 
feels more strongly about the importance of 
abstinence, both in the navy and army, than 
Edward VII, who aware that. in accordance 
with old tradition and custom, the health of 
the sovereign is drunk each evening at the 
officers’ mess, both on land and at sea. and 
that any failure to honor it with wine or 
spirits was regarded as savoring of disloyal- 
ty, caused some time ago a géneral order to 
be issued that he did. not consider wine or 
spirits as indispensable to this toast, and 
that thenceforth those holding his commis- 
sion in the navy and in the army were at 
perfect liberty to use water in drinking the 
health of their king.

Has vaudeville laid its plebeian hand on 
classic music? 

There are many in Chicago who declare 
in the affirmative, following the announce- 
ment of forthcoming appearances of Mme. 
Nordica, Cesar Thomson, Mme. Fremstad, 
de Gogorza. Sammarco, and other bright 
lights in the realm of music at the Audi- 
torlum at popular prices which include 2,000 
seats. 

It was this project, the Chicago Auditorium 
Sunday concerts, which largely contributed 
to precipitating a musical war which is 
popularly reported to extend from recital 
to grand opera and which promises to re- 
sult in the appearance of Oscar Hammer- 
stein and his Manhattan opera company be- 
fore the skies clear.

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HEN the Chicago Woman's club 
held its opening meeting this sea- 
gon it was in redecorated and re- 
modeled clubrooms so pretty and 
attractive that they excited the ad- 

miration of everybody. . 

Behind the curfosity about the new rooms 
which was eagerly evinced by three hundred 
members at the opening meeting lies a stor) 
which shows the practical resources of club 
women in general and of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club in particular, 

The movement to redecorate the club 
started last spring with a complicated argu- 
ment as to who should do it, how much 
should be spent on doing it, how they shouid 
do it, and. whether they should do it at all. 
Im the free for al! architectural competition 
which was finally opened the plans which 
won were those of Mrs. George J. Brine, a 
club member. 

Mre. Brine was not a professional archi- 
tect, and there was some hesitation at first 
as to whether her plans shoul be accepted 
or those of the professiona? Chicago archi- 
tects who advised spending something like 
$7,000. 

All now are rejoicing in their faith in 
one of themselves, and at the reception 
Mrs. Brine all but received an ovation. But 
when asked if she did not mean to go on and 
do some more work, perhaps professionally, 
or to study, she deprecatingly said that she 
didn't consider that she had done anything 
in particular, and that she had merely ex- 
erted ‘herself to help the club out of what 
she thought was a hole. 

eo . 

One thing is certain, if it had not been for 
her the club would not be eo economically 
arranged with respect to space today, and it 
would not be so rich by many hundreds of 
dollare, because the fees for doing all of 
the work she demanded were a little less 
than what the other architects asked in 
their own fees. 

Acting on the plan of this amateur but 
practical architect, the big reception’ room 
at the north end, facing the lake, has been 
bisected by a partition of dark wood with 
folding doors in the middie, placed so that 
it may be cut into two separate rooms in 
which different parties, committees, or--if 
there were such a thing inthe women's clubs, 
es of course there is not—tactions might 
meet. The dressing rooms have been en- 
larged in some mysterious way and the ex- 
tremely small] passage between dining room 
and kitchen, for all the world like the “ an- 
gustese of Ceasar, where incoming and 
outgoing maids have come to more than one 
shipwreck with heavily laden trays—this 
famous spot has suddenly been turned into 
a perfett boulevard of a passageway, if one 
doesn't mind changing one’s figure directly 
in the middle of a sentence. The dining 
room itself is larger, and, altogether, with- 
out taking in one foot more of floor space, 
the whole thing has become unaccountably 
more commodious. Above al, the ventilation, 

which in its imperfection was the cause of 
the agitation to the remodeling, seems now 
to be perfect. 

On the afternoon of the reception the neat- 
ly laid out rooms in their tasteful colorings 
and their fresh cleanness were a beautiful 
sight. The walls, woodwork, and hangings 
are in softly blending shades of brown Off 
‘the large rooms on the lake front is a small 
committee room, not remodeled, but re- 
adorned in browns and yellows, and beyond 
that is an extremely small library made un 
believably attractive under a few deft 
touches, some dainty selectione of ings 
and a bit of artistic designing on the part 
of Mrs. William E. Keepers. These walis, 
too, are of a yellowish brown and are “ set 
off’ with stained glass windows of Mrs. 
Keepers fashionjng, in deeper yellows, and 
softened below the sash with dull colored 
ecru scrim curtains. The furniture is of 
mahogany, freshly polished and tastefully 
distributed. °

Savings Banks in Massachusetts; 


Insurance Their New Feature. 


By FRANK H. WILLIAMS. 


HE beginning’ of the savings bank sy5- 

tern in this country dates to the year 

1816, when the Provident Institution 

for Savings in the town of Boston was 

incorporated for the purpose of form- 

ing “an institution for the security and !m- 

provement of the savings of persons in hum- 

ble life required by their wants and de- 

sires.”’ Thence came into being American 

savings banks which have accumulated more 

than $3,500,000,000—mostly in about.a dozen 

states, since there are whole sections which 

never have developed the savings bank sys- 
tem. at all, 

How thoroughly this scheme of popular 
thrift has established itself in Massacnusetts 
may be seen from the present total of depos- 
its—more than $700,000,000 at the beginning 
of the present year, the largest amount per 
capita in any American state. ‘tne ease 
with which railroads and cities, telephone 
systems and lately aimost innumerabDie eiec- 
trical . properties have been financed from 
New. England has been due in large part to 
the great reservoir of wealth which the sav- 
ings banks have created. 

But Massachusetts is not resting content 
with the incentive to popular thrift that has 
already been created. 

Its savings banks have had a wonderful 


* record of efficiency. They have been admin- 


istered with greatest conservatism. The losses 
to depositors in more than sixty years have 
amounted to.less than $76,000, the merest 
fraction of -a mill on every doliar deposited. 
Unpaid boards of trustees have given ex- 
pert service for the benefit of their less for- 
tunate meighbors. The anrual cost of con- 
ducting this public trust is less than one-quar- 
ter ef 1 per cent of the deposits.

Aloofness One of Its Defects. 
Neverthelese the savings bank, as it has 
existed since 1816, has always had certain 
Umitdtions. : 
One of its défects has appeared in a certain 
aloofness.

Lowell Offers Good Example. 

An example of the way this law works is 
seen at the city of Lowell, where, under the 
new law, each week on pay day one of the 
savings banks sends an officer into the mills 
of a worsted company located in the town 
of Westford, ten miles away. This repre- 
sentative of the bank receives new accounts 
and deposits on accounts which already have 
been taken out. The plan has resulted in 
inducing a number of people who other- 
wise would not save at all to put by small 
sums of money regularly and systematically. 

Another important scheme for promoting 
thrift which is now in successful operation 
in Massachusetts appears in the plan of sav- 
ings bank life insurance and old age annul- 


ties which was sanctioned by the legislature 


of 1907. This plan, which has excited in- 
terest in every part of the United States, 
specifically approved by 
President Roosevelt in his 1908 message, is 
now working well enough to indicate that 
it will be a great.factor in encouraging the 
formation of Habits of saving and looking 
ahead. 

The intention of.the originators of savings 
bank life insurance was to give to wage 
earners the opportunity to secure insurance 
and pensions through their own efforts at ac- 
tual cost-to themselves, with all charges 
for soliciting and house to house collections 
of premium “eliminated.

Pian Given Year's Trial. 


The new plan devised by Louis D. Bran- 
deis went into ectual operation in June, 
1908. It is, therefore, now a little more than 
a year old. Such is the conservatism of 
Massachusetts savings banks that only two 
of them have taken advantage of the pro- 
visions of the law to establish departments 
of industrial insurance, but these are repre- 
sented by about 100 agencies in various parts 
of the state. There are about. 3,000 policy 
hoMers, representing a total of $1,000,000 of 
insurance, which amount is being increased 


rapidly. 


Most of the savings bank life insurance. 


that has been written thus far has been ob- 
tained at-factories and department stores, 
whose managements have codperated with 
the Massachusetts state actuary in making 
these facilities known to the employés. 

The policies sold under this plan cost about 
25 per cent less than those of the same kind 
handled by Mfe insurance companies doing 
an industrial business. It ie not expected, 
howev‘r, that the new system will in any 
way drive the insurance companies out of the 
field. On the contrary, the competition will 
make business for both savings banks and 
ingurance companies, since it will continue 
to call people’s attention to the importance 
of insurance.

Since reading over the letter of “ A Willing 
Worker’ in THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE, I have 
been thinking that perhaps my suggestions 
might be of value to her. The writer is a 
little bit in doubt as to whether she would 
be able to secure a position at shorthand and 
typewriting. I dO not mean to Say there are 
no such positions. but they are not plentiful.

The Pvlynesians believe that {t is devoured 
by the spirits of the dead. The Hottentcts 
say it wanes when suffering from a head- 
ache, it puts its hand to its forehead and 
hides the latter from view: The Eskimos 
imagine that the mocn, harassed by fatigue 
and hunger, after finishing its journey retires 
for a moment to take rest and food. Its ep- 
parent corpulence after its reappearance 
shows with what success it has fed 

The spote on the moon neve attracted at- 
tention and fired the imagination in all ages. 
There {8 no country tn which an imaginary 
p'cture has not been seen in the disk of the 
moon. and among them all two princiral 
types seem to p:evall, governed much by the 
geological distribution.

In most of the South American countries 
the image placed by popular bellef on the 
moon undergoes an entire change, the hare.

In Central 
America the moon fs figured upon certain 
structures as a spiral rhell, from’ whence a 
hare is emerging. Some of the Indian tribes 
of our own southwest have it that an old 
woman gifted with the power of divination 
was unhappy because she could not also fore- 
tell when the world would come, to an end 
For this she was transported to the moon, 
where to this day she is secn weaving a fore- 
head strap As once a month che etire a

In real fact, however. a good telescope will 
show simply luminous and dark ereas, and 
you can also detect mountainous regions and 
craters of extinct volcanoes Some astrono- 
mers maintain that they can find a great 
resemblance to the tail of a peacock or to 
the appearance exhibited by powdered plas- 
ter irregularly arranged and thoroughly wet, 
upon which the sunlight is falling These 
mountain peaks of the moon are supposed to 
be high ones One peak near the south pole 
of the moon tis estimated to be 40,000 feet 
high—a greater altitude than that of any 
eminence on the earth.

Favorite Study with Astronomers. 


The moon has always been a favorite eub- 
ject of study among astronomers on account 
of its proximity It is often alluded to as 
being the “ petrified daughier " of the-warth, 
because it ie sald to be destitute of life, air, 
and water in the dark spots, under the 
shadow of the lunar Alps, the temperature Is 
calculated to be about 200 degrees below sero, 
while In the localities exposed to sunlight 
the temperature of boiling water le supposed 
to prevall 

Were the moon annihilated the tempera- 
ture of Chicago would not be affected to more 
than one,degree, as the moon has ema!)-power 
in earthly affairs, tn epite of the popular be- 
Hef In her distributing action upon the human 
brain or her aseistance In the germination of 
sown grain. Under this old superstition 
there was a time for the killing of animals 
for food, the gathering of herbs, cutting down 
of wood for fuel, the sowing of seeds for 
“up” growth or “ down,” all reguiated by 
the “ age’ of the moon, and these set periods 
were all considered a necessary part of all 
practical knowledge, the ignorance or neglect 
of them being wholly responsible for any loss 
There were also defined periods for the taking 
of particular medicines, and the attempted 
cure of certain diseases The waning moon 
was generally considered to have an evi! in- 
fluence and the new moon stood for al] that 
was good. 

At new moon the moon comes above the 
horizon about the same time as the sun and 
séts with the latter. but rises each day aboypt 
fifty minutes later than on the day previous, 
and at the end of the first quarter rises at 
midday and sets at midnight, always con- 
tinuing to lag behind theeun. When at the 
full it rises about sunset and sets at synrise, 
and on the last quarter rises at midnight and 
sets at miduay.

Instead 
of the ordinary difference between the time 
of rising, reaching sometimes nearly an hour, 
this moon. at the time of the autumna) equl- 
nox, to those in high latitudes, rises for sev- 
eral Gays in succession with an idterva) of 
only a few minutes, thus really giving much 
more moonlight than at any other season of 
the year. In the earlier days, when labor 
was scarce and the interruptions to the gath- 
ering of the harvest from the heavy rains

Where This Land Lies, Wrote This Letter. 


Pedro, Marion County. Fia.. March 1, 1909. 
Editor “The Republican,” Van Wert. Ohio. 


Dear Sir: By request of some of the citi- 
gens of your state, I will give you a few of 
the facts about the soil and climate of Cen- 
tral Florida. I am a farmer. residing in 
the southern part of Marion County and my 
farm adjoins some of the lands of Florida 
National Land Company.

Everything now is of coarse texture—that is, 
everything intended for street wear—and some of the 
new goods are so loosely woven that one wonders if 
they will have lasting qualities. Among these are the 
basket weaves, some of which show a patterned effect 
nearly half an inch square and are almost open in ap- 
pearance. This material, however, is absolutely all 
wool, and is so Nght in weight that to take up a gar- 
ment made of it is a surprise, for it looks so heavy and 
it weighs so little.

Naturally, gowns made of such pronounced goods 
must be plain, and so far those seen have been most 
simple in style. If bordered with fur the skirts were 
made witb as little fullness as they could be managed, 
and if not then with the single shallow plait back and 
front.

The seams are basted together and 
‘ the lining tried on and fitted; then the outside 
seam is stitched and finished.

_ Many times a French seam is the easiest 
and best to use here. Often it will be neces- 
sary to have the fold on the outside of the 
sleeve clearly marked, and a colored basting 
thread is best for this. One lovely sleeve for 
@ancing frock is made of dotted silk batiste. 
Re puff which forms the top can be cut from 
old pattern, made when large sleeves were 
worn. This puff should come about four 
inches down. on the inside seam and allowed 
. to puff slightly there, and considerably more 
towards the outside where the fold in the 
lintng comes. 
There should be no fullness for a distance 
of about one inch and a half each side of the 
inside seam, but from there on the fullness 
is about evenly distributed. Baste the lower 
edge of the puff in position, being careful 
not to lay plaits in the lining, and in that way 
make the sleeve too tight. Stitch the puff 
in place and then the inside seam of the sleeve

sewed tach w ruffies of the dreas material. 
Then the thing: is sewed to the lower 
sleeve edge, with ~~ — on the outside. 


One of these tiny ruffies is sewed to the 
sleeve three-quarters of an inch above the 
seam on the edge, and is put on so as to stand 
up. The two seame are covered with a band 
of velvet ribbon ifn a contrasting color, and 
finished with a sma!) coquettish bow on top. 
' Im the sleeve made of tucked chiffon or 
other materia] the outside seam of the lining 
is finished, then the. outside materia! tucked 
across the width of the material], being sure 
that the tucks are straight by a thread. Pin 
the tucked material to the outside fold of the 
lining, and be sure that the pinning is done 
exactly on the up and down threads of the 
material. Fold lining and outside material 
together, and adjust the tucks to the lining so 
that they will meet and match at the inside 
seam, and it will be found necessary, per- 
haps, to lap the tucks a little, where the bend 
or elbow comes. Run the hand into the 
sleeve to be sure that the lining has not been 
puckered ever so little in putting the outside 
on. Baste the tucks along each side of the 
seam, baste the ingide seam of the sleeve te- 
gether, and stitch and finish. 

A narrow, bias strip of crinoline should be 
basted to the wrong side at the lower edge, 
then a bias. facing of silk or other material 
stitchd to the edge and hemmed invisibly 
over the facing. Any trimming can be used 
as a finish at the bottom. 

The principle of putting the facing on the 
lower edge of a sleeve is the same whether 
the sieeve be full length or short, and to do 
this finishing in a workmanhlike manner 
seems an impossibility to many home work- 
era. 

» 

When the sleeve is ready for this part of the 
work turn it right side out and be certain to 
have a tracing or basting put In to mark 
accurately the finishing line acrose the lower 
edge. For thin materials use an interlining 
of fine crinoline, and for woolene, velvets, or 
any heavy cloths a piece of fine tallors’ can- 
vas will be best. For the ordinary dress 
sleeve a strip one inch wide, cut on a true 
bias, will be wide enough. Stretch it slightly 
on one edge and slip it into the sleeve so that 
the stretched edge is towards the upper part 
of the sleeve. 

Hold the edge of the sleeve away from you 
and let the unstretched edge of the canvas 
come exactly to the basting line which marks 
the right length of the sleeve. Hold the 
sleeve out straight as the canvas is basted 
in place, and keep the canvas perfectly 
smooth also, The canvas iy really put in by 
the sense of touch, as the sleeve edge [8 away 
from you during this part of the work and 
the canvas is put next to the part of the 
sleeve which is held uppermost, first, and the 
sleeve being turned all the time. 

Lap the canvas when the end is reached 
and tack so as to holdin place. The silk or 
satin facing should be on a true bias and 
about two inches wide. It can be put on in 
one of two ways—by seaming it to the sleeve 
edge so that the seam comes on the basting, 
marking the sleeve length, creasing the seam 
open flat and then turning the facing over 
the canvas, basting it down near the hand 
end of the facing, and then, turning: the 
sieeve wrong side out, stretch the facing a 
little on its lower edge, slip under the edge 
of the canvas, baste, and hem invisibly to 
the sleeve lining. Or, after the canvas has 
been basted in position and the sleeve is, of 
course, right side out, turn the edge of the 
sleeve over the canvas, baste, and then catch- 
stitch down to the canvas. 

* o 

A warm iron should then be slipped in 
around the edge of the sleeve and the turn- 
ing well pressed. Hold the sleeve so the 
hand end of it-is towards you, turn in one 
edge of the silk facing and baste over the 
edge of the sleeve so that the facing comes 
@ little distance from the sleeve end. Hem 
down in place, using as invisible stitches as 
my be. Turn the sleeve wrong side out and 
proceed as in the other case. 

The reason so much trouble is experienced 
in this little plece of work undoubtedly 
comes from much of it being done with the 
sleeve wrong side out. It may seem a little 
awkward or difficult, just at first, doing the 
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most of this while the sleeve is right side 
out, but it is the only correct way. 

Take the sleeve shown for a house gown, 
which is full. length and on the order of a 
bishop sleeve. The lining is first cut, bast- 
ed, and fitted, then the outside seam finished 
as in the others. After this comes the pilen- 
ning for the lengths of the outside sections. 
The length of the top cap must be marked 
off on the lining first, then the length of the 
deep puff is measured next. In allowing 
for this, besides the actual amount desired 
to form the puff, there must be an added 
length of a couple of inches allowed at the 
top to go above the mark which shows the 
cap size. And across the bottom of the line, 
instead of being a straight one, should curve 
down towards the middle at the back about 
two inches. The puff can be stitched in 
place across the lining, on the top and bot- 
tom edges, then the sleeve is put together 
on the inside seam. 

» 2 

After thie the cuff is made and slipped An 
place dver the lining and edge of the puff. 
If the sleeve is to fasten tight around the 
wrist it is better to attach the cuff before 
sewing the inside seam together, and then 
an opening of several inches is allowed, and 
this is finished with narrow faced and ex- 
tension hems, and amall hooks and worked 
eyelets are used to fasten the opening. The 
cap is made separately and finished around 
the lower edge before being siilpped in place 
over the sleeve lining at the top. 

An unusually pretty sleeve for a dressy 
gown is made with the usual tight founda- 
ti@n, and as usual the outside seam is fin- 
ished before attaching it. Batiste is made 
in dainty ruffles, each one being one and one- 
half Inches wide; These are put up the out- 
side of the sleeve practically the whole

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length. Crease the fold on the outside of 
the sleeve and let the ruffles extend an even 
distance each side of this. 

Baste them all on first and then stitch each 
one in place across the top. To get the 
shape for the rest of the sleeve, mark on the 
outside piece of the paper pattern where 
this piece folds over when the sleeve is put 
together; then mark lightly where the points 
come. They just meet this line, and, as can 
be seen, they come above and below instead 
of on.the elbow Hine. Then mark points for 
the other ends and, when these have been 
satisfactorily placed, draw straight connect- 
ing lines. Thier outline should be traced on 
the pattern, then lay it on the material, 
trace the lines distinctly, and. in cutting’ out, 
one-half inch will have to be allowed for 
turning in. 

* . 

Lay the pattern for the underside of the 
sleeve on the upper, so that the inside seams 
meet, and trace this outline on that. The 
under side of the sleeve matches the upper.: 
An easy as well as a pretty finish to these 
points is to baste the turning over onthe 
right gide, press well, and cover the edge 
with some fancy braid or ribbon. Lay the 
upper and under portions in: place and tack 
the points lightly so they will not faW over 
Then the sleeve is finished on the inside seam 
and across the bottom. 

In shirtwaist sleeves the inside seam is 
put together and stitched, but a warning as 
to the eutting out may save some of the 
sewers trouble. Fold the pattern together 
and see if by so doing the seam edges meet. 
If. in order to have the fold at the back 


of the sleeve lay flat and smooth, one seam 
extends beyond the other in some places. let 
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Seam the cuff-on three sides,.turn right side 
out, and baste the uppers 
cluding the interlining, to the sieeve, having 
the seam come to the wrong side. 

The cuff must first be pinned to the sleeve, 
having the sleeve seam come in the middie of 
the cuff length and pinning the cuff to each 
end of the sleeve. The fullness is adjusted 
each side of the sleeve opening, leaving the 


fleeve smooth about one inch and a half each 


side of the sleeve seam. After the seam has 
been stitched, the wrong (or under) side of the 
cuff is basted down over the seam and 
hemmed in place. 

For medium sized armholes, or those meas- 
uring from fourteen to fifteen inches, there is 
an easy and accurate rule for putting the 
sleeve into the armhole. 

Measure on the waist towards the front, 
from the underarm seam, two and three- 
eighths inches, and put a pin there. This is 
the point where the inside or front seam of 


' the sleeve goes. 


s °*® 

Measure from the underarm seam of the 
waist towards the front, four and one-half 
inches, and put a pin. Measure from -he 
underarm seam of the wyist towards the 
back theee and one-half inches and put 4 
pin. Now take the sleeve, and, holding the 
waist towards. you, pin the inside seam of 
the sleeve to the point designated on the 
waist. Still holding the waist towards yo, 
baste the sleeve in plain betwen the two 
other pins. Then, turning the garment 
around so that the sleeve is towards you, 
gather the sleeve across the part left and 


baste to the waist, being careful to have the, 


fullness evenly adjusted. The seam can 
be cwercast. or bound. If the latter method 
is used. the binding must be on a bias one 
and is usually stitched to the sleeve on one 
side at the time that the sleeve is stitched in. 
Then the other edge is turned over the seam 
and hemmed down. 4 

In order to have the sleeve set properly 
across the top, it is necessary to turn the 
seam towards the shoulder, and either hem 
the edge to the lining for a distance of an 
inch or more each side of thewhoulder seam. 
Or, if there is po lining tn the waist, stitch 
the seam there. It looks far better to see 
this line of stitching than it does to see one 
or both sleeves humping up there, as they 
are bound to do if the seam turns towards 
the arm, as it is apt to do when left to its 
own devices. 

A separate muslin slip. cut princess, is a 
real blessing. These are sometimeaghe color 
of the dress, but more frequent! white. 
Long, flat pockets at the hips are in accord- 
ance with directoire modes, and the flaps 
may well conceal real pockets, but they have 
to be placed with care or they will increase 
the size of the hips.

In selecting beef choose that ofa finugrain, 
Smooth, bright “red Golor, ahd white fat.

In frying there are two important rules to 
observe—the fat must be boiling hot and the 
crumbs fine and even.” Bread crumbs should 
be thoroughly rolled and finely sifted. It is 
well to keep on hand a good supply of bread 
crumbs. Cut slices ‘of dry bread, dry in the 
oven so as to be almost colorless when fin- 
ished, roll fine, and put away in glass jars. 
They will be found to be a valuable addition 
when frying. ; 

In frying beefsteak rub the hot gridiron 
with a bit of suet before you lay the steak 
on it.

Broiling Requires. Little Care. 

Broiling is a simple method of cooking and 
requires, but little care. A brisk, clear fire 
is essential. The gridiron must be hot before 
the meat is placed on it. As soon as the 
gravy begins to show turn it over; if allowed 
to remain without turning’ until the gravy 
shows on the.top, when turned ;it is lost in 
the fire;‘but when turned quickly and at the 
proper time the pores are at once sealed and 
the gravy is retained in the meat.

BRAISED BEEF: Put a-round of beef in 
a broad bottomed iron pot with a tablespoon- 
ful of butter and sprinkle a. chopped 
ohion over it. Cook the beef on one side un- 
til brown, then turn over and cook on the 
other side. Wher equally cooked on al) sides 
dash a pint of boiling water over the meat, 
put a close cover on the pot, and let the con- 
tents cook slowly, allowing at least fifteen 
minutes to every pound of beef. When the 
méat is done remove from the pot to a plat- 
ter and keep warm:.while you strain the 
gravy left in the pot. Return tothe fire and 
thicken with a tablespoonful of browned 
flour rubbed in the same quantity of butter.

HAT Free Masonry in substantially the 
same form as tt exists in civilised coun- 
tries today was a flourishing institution 
even at so early a time as the reign of 
King Solomon is the sensational] discev- 
ery made through recent excavations in 
the ancient subterranean quarries in the 
city of Jerusalem.

As the work went on it was found that the place 
was the site of immense subterranean stone quarries 
of ancient days, so extensive that the stene which had 
been mined from ft would-be sufficient for building 
the Holy City two or three times over. Farther and 
farther inte the depths of the earth the grottoes led 
the explorers. until, when the final room was reached 
it was found to be 1,000 feet under ground from the 
entrance, 

Huge blocks of quarried stone, left where they had 
been cut from the solid rock, were found here and 
there, and from these sources ‘the history of the quar- 
ries was traced back to the building of King Solo- 
mon's temple. The stone was pure white in color, of 
wonderful beauty, and, though soft enough to be easily 
quarried, upon exposure to the open air became hard- 
ened, a peculiarity which the historian Josephus men- 
tions in connection with the stone from which the 
temple was built, and there were plenty of specimens 
of the stone carving peculiar to King Solomon’s era 
By these signe it was known that the much sought 
after “King Solomvn’s quarries” had been found at 
last. .

Properlv sur- 
rounded by &@ bag of silk in the form of a balloon, this 
specimen could lift and carry away a 200 pound man. 
There are approximately 3,500 cubic feet of gases, 
oxygen, hydrogen, and nitrogen, in his constituton. 


“ With gas selling at 865 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, the 


specimen is worth just $2.98 for Hluminating purposes. 
This is considerably in excess of the average gas bill 
of the average Chicago family.” 

Thus science throws light on the origin of slang 
terms. When one citizen tells another that he is full 
of hot eir he is telling the simple truth, substantiated 
by the’ findings of clear eyed scientists.

“Tron is one of the vital component parts of the 
human anatomy,” continues the new science, platitudin- 
ously. “This specimen, considered as an iron mine, is 
seven medium sized iron spikes. His blood, mined 
for iron, would yield fifty grains; and the rest of his 
anatomy would supply the remaining material neces- 
sary for the manufacture of the number of nails men- 
tioned...

Poison Enough to Kill 500. Persons. 


This is a calm, scientific exposition of the possibili- 
ties of the twenty-four ounces of phosphorus in the 
human body. Phosphorus is a deadly poison. Man is 
a walking Suison box of terrible petentialities. The poi- 
sonous phosphorus in his composition, if properly re- 
leased and administered, is sufficient to poison fatally 
500 of his fellow men! And, even more startling, he 
needs this much deadly poison in, his system if he is to 
be in good health! He needs it in his bones, in his 
tissues, in his blood, and particularly in his wonderful 
brain. Paradoxically, man must be thoroughly poi- 
soned from head to toe if he is to be in good condi- 
tion! With the phosphorus go two pounds of lime; and 
thus man becomes a Creature with stiff bones and 
powerful brains instead of a helpless invertebrate 
worm. . 

“To fly to the opposite,” says the chemist, calmly, 
“the human system is a sugar factory with quite an 
annual output. No matter how sour may be a man’s 
disposition, if he is in normal health, he contains 
enough sweetness to make eixty lumps of sugar of 
the ordinary cubical dimensions used in sweetening his 
morning coffee. Likewise, he is a salt well, though 
in this regard he is less well equipped than tn the mat- 
ter of sugar. He would ‘pan out’ about twenty spoon- 
fuls of common table salt, or enough to flavor, medium, 
four gallons of soup. 

“In water the subject is a reservoir. In case of 
emergency he could be distilled into thirty-eight quarts 
of this important fluid—rather more than haif of his 
entire weight. The quality of the water would com- 
pare well with the water of the clearest stream, and, 
if properly released, would in no way indicate that it 
was half a man.

“It means simply this,” said Attorney Clifford 
Roe, “Chicago at last has waked up to a realization 
of the fact that actual slavery that deals in human 
flesh and blood as a marketable commodity exists in 
terribie magnitude in the city today. It is slavery, 
real slavery, that we are fighting. The term ‘white 
slave’ isn’t a misnomer or a sensational term con- 
jured up by sensational newspapers. The words de- 
scribe what they stand for. The white slave of Chi- 
cago is a slave as much as the negro was before the 
civil. war, as the African is in the Belgian Wiatricts of 
the Congo; as much as any people are slaves who afte 
owned, flesh and bone, bedy and soul, by another per- 
son, amd whe can be sold at any time and place and 
for any price at that person's will. That is what slav- 
ery is, and that is the condition of hundreds, yes of 
Pan iy Of girls in Chicago at present. 

~ a seems preposterous to think of girls, young, in- 
ee Sirls, giris of any kind, to be hought and solé@ 
: © pattle in the city, but it is too late to regard the 
matter in a skeptical light. The thing exjete. The

Crusade Planned for Big Fight. 

* These are the conditions that the present crusade 
is organized to fight. It will not be a spasmodic crw 
sade. It has been planned for a long time, and organ- 
ized. along the lines that experience has taught us will 
bring the results desired. These results are nothing 
more nor less than to put every white slaver in prison. 
to rescue the hundreds of poor girls whose slavery is a 
@isgrace to the community and to civilization, and to 
make it impossible for pandering and white slaving to 
exist here. In short, to wipe white slavery off the face 
of the earth, so far as Chicago is concerned at least. 

“It will be a long fight and a hard one. By virtue of 
the power over his subjects, and his tnhuman treat- 
ment of them, the white siaver is a hard man to find 
and harder to convict. His victim often is so ignorant 
as not to be aware that her slavery is illegal. Some- 
times she is loath to have the life she is leading 
exposed. And always she fears the brute who brought 
her to her awful condition.“ But now that the city has 
been awakened the task is easier. An adequate pan- 
dering law gives us a weapon. We will have the aid 
of hundreds of good citizens who will furnish evidence. 
besides our own corps of secret service men who will 
work from our office, and the courts will assist us to 
the limit of their ability. The doom of the white 
slaver in Chicago has been sounded, and with his going 
Chicago will have rid itself of a foul sore that. has 
shamed its reputation as a civilize@ community.”

Average Citizen” Blind to Conditions. 

The magnitude of this evil, and the réalization that 
the term “white slavery” actually means flesh and 
blood slavery of womankind, temes as a shock te the 
average citizen.

“This office,” said United States District Attorney 
Edward Sims, “has &tiways known thet white slavery 
existed. It is slavery. It is a plain cage of women 
being beught and sold and held in captivity and slav- 
ery. For a long time, however, so little has been said 
of the problem that it has been impossible to bring the 
public to realize the proportions of this terrible dis- 
grace. What we have said about white slavery hag 
been @isbelieved or Jiscowntenanced om many grounds. 
But, even if the innocence of a white slave herself is 
not established the law holds guilty the person who 
holds her in captivity.

Regime Intolerable to Civilization. 


“Even admitting that a woman goes into this life 
of- her awn will, the time comes when she wishes to 
leave it, or wishes to go to another resert. But, under 
the white slave regime she ie held in one place, held 
hy ferce, beaten and threatened with death if she con- 
tinues in her rebellion. She ia told that she is in debt 
to -e house. If she insists in her rebellion she may 
be sold bodily to another resort. The unfortunate vic- 
times of white slavery in Chieago are passing from one 
owner to another for cash considerations, exactly as 
were the black slaves of the south. She is a human 
chattel. Jt is a condition too foul fer words.”

Bressi, 19-year-old Italian girl, whp came to visit

Mre. Peaza advanced the girl $100 to pay for her trans- 
portation to this city, and in New York she was met

safe arrival at her destination. Six months later At- 
torney Sims raided a house at 461 State street and 
found Miss Bressi as an inmate, suffering from long 
razor cute on her face and neck. The story that the 
girl told in Mr. Sims’ office subsequently almost passes 
belief.

Girl Held in Absolute Slavery. 


Her slavery began in New York, where the men 
placed her in @ house of bondage anu kept her for a 
while. In a few weeks she was taken to Chicago un- 
der guard and placed in a cheap resort for negroes 
and Italians at 407 South Clark street. Here she was 
held in abagplute slavery under unprintable conditions.

However unwilling we may be to admit facts 
so shameful, the undeniable truth is established be- 
yond dispute that a prodigious and appalling com- 
merce in girls is a part ef the colossal business eniere 
prise of our great modern cities. The most hopeful 
present sign in the wer on the white slave trade is the 
sense ef shame that henesi business men feel over the 
criminal use of capital and business methods to exploit 
the young people of this end other nations. 

“<The red light districts, like a lake of fire, are 
consianily ingulfing unwary and unprotected girls and 
boys, along with the willfully depraved. The fires of 
these burning maelstroms, the illegal vice disiricis, 
are kept up in an enterprising and sysiematic way by 
the business ability of the monstrous men who keep 
the houses of shame. Ne store on State sireet is bei- 
ler arranged to attract purchasers than the criminal 


\roen are arranged to attract victims of both sexes. 


Until recently, business men and the plain peo- 
ple generally could not believe that systematic com- 
merce in women and girls existed. Missionaries and 
prosecutors who sounded the alarm were thought to 
be suffering from an overheated imagination or pos- 
sibly ve ig and free advertising. Busi- 
ness men e of great newspapers asked for 
facte—plain, hard facts, without exaggeration or 
rhetoric, . 
: , it has been all toa easy to bring 
forward the frightful facts, by the hundreds, demon- 
strating to every inquirer the existence of a white slave 
market, immense and horrible. Earnest, shrewd men 
of affairs, bankers, merchants, lawyers, judges, men 
who never allow their own imaginations or the imag- 
inatiens of ether men te carry them away, new knew 
all too well for theiy peace of mind that our city is 
one of the great centers ef the most infamous traffic in 
the world. 

However eager the missjonaries may be ta make 
an end of sin, the lawyers and business men who are 
opposing the white slave trade have no illusions about 
the speedy annihilation of vice, however desirable such 
annihilation undeubiedly is, What these business 
men do seek to accomplish is to expose and as far as 
possible desisrey the commercial exploitation of the 
youth of both sexes te their destruction. The criminal 
use of capital, real estate, business ability, and meth- 
ods, im order to spread ruin and pestilence broadcaxt 


through city and country, can be checked and largely \_ 


crushed if a few hundred capable, decent men pill 
invest time and money in the righteous cause. 

It is no unpossible task to drag a thousand dive- 
keepers, procurers, renting agents, and grafting offi- 
cials before the bar of justice and put enough of them 
in cells to terrify the whole infernal brood, mahing 
grafters and divekeepers cellmates at Joliet. 

It is not enough to punish the small fry. Un 
less the wholesalers and principals are crushed we are 
trifling with the harrible trade. The whele iniquity 
of giving @ permit to those brutes to make commerce 
of girls is monstrous, The dive breeds the. procurers 
and beeeds the grafters; this is the historic fact. We 
are not in earnest till we strike hard and often at the 
principals in the hideous business. 

It is quite within the power of a dozen business 
men end one nemspaper, The Tribune, to inform 
all Chicago as to the exact facts of the while slave 
trade and to expose every person profiting by these 
crimes, including those hypocrites who live in Hyde 
Park and Evanston on the earnings of ruined girls in 
Chicago's underwerld. 

It is almost easy to alarm the plain people as .to 
the hideous consequences in the way of diseases thai 
attend the traffic in girls. Fifty thousand dollars in 
the right hands would make known to our aduli cit- 
izens that one-fourth of the blind are blind because 
of the sims of their fathers, that one-fourth of the 
wemen undergeing surgical operations suffer thus be- 
cause of the sins of their husbands, that about one- 
fourth of the insane would be sane if this pestilent 
vice mere abelished. 

In India, where | was a missionary to the 
heathen seme veers before | went to the savages of 
midnight Chicego, the government pays a bounty to 
any one who brings proof of having billed a man eat- 
ing tiger or @ deadly serpent. Let our laws pro- 
vide a bounty of $1,000 a head, to be paid to any 
one who will cage up permanently the wild beasis, 
the divekeepers, who devour girls and young men in 
Chicago, and with them the slimy snakes that those 
crafty scoundrels send through the land to charm silly 
canaries to feed to the cais and dogs that live on girls.

There have been other crusades against the evil, 
The evil still existe But here is a crusade that will 
net cease crusading until the leat white slaver has 
been Uriven from the city and the last unfortunate 
slave given the chance to accept the tradition that thig 
is “the land of the free.” ie Ta 
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ULGARIA’S throne seems to possess & 
strange fascination for bogus noblemen 
and titled frauds. Hundreds of them 
claim to have been at one time or an- 
other candidates for the crown now 
worn by King Ferdinand. To such an 
extent is this the case, indeed, that one 
would be tempted to believe that at the 

time of his election he had among his fellow compet- 
ftors half of the megalomaniac blacklegs of che old 
world. 

Among the alleged rivals of Czar Ferdinand in his 
race for the throne of Bulgaria is an individual who 
at the present moment is posturing here in the United 
States under the name and title of “ Prince Charles of 
Bourbon.” He turns up at all sorts of places. About a 
couple of years ago he made his appearance at Phila- 
delphia, where, by reason of the title which he had 
assumed, he obtained admission to several of the lead- 
ing clubs of the Quaker City. According to the story 
which he told, he belonged to the Parma branch of 
the royal house of Bourbon, was an admiral in the 
Gpanish navy, honorary colonel of an Austrian regi- 
ment, and grand nephew of Emperor Francis Joseph. 

He also intimated that, although he had been 
beaten by his cousin Ferdinand of Coburg in the com- 
petition for the throne of Bulgaria, he was neverthe- 
less destined to supplant him in the near future on 
that throne at Sofia. He fiirther added that he had 
married some years ago a niece of the wife of the 
late Mr. Conger, the American minister to China, and 
that he had a child by her, now some 12 years of 
age; that his wife was divorced from an wnbaptized 
man when he, the prince, had married her, and that 
he had applied to the pope to have the previous mar- 
riage annulled, so that his own union with her might 
be made religiously valid, the Catholic church, not 
recognizing marriages of divorced parties. He addei 
that if he was so anxious for this it was because it 
was essential to the recognition by the monarchs of 
Burope of his American wife and child, on his acces- 
sion to the Bulgarian throne. ’

Story Accepted at Face Value. 


Fantastic as was this story, it was nevertheless 
accepted at its face value, and he was actually invited 
to the Assembly ball at Philadelphia in the latter part 
of February, 1908. : 

Meanwhile, some doubts had arisen amongst the 
more traveled members of the Rittenhouse and Phila- 
delphia clubs. Some of them wrote to me inquiring 
about him My replies were not. to his advantage, 
and accordingly he found it prudent to withdraw his 
acceptance of the invitation to the Assembly baH, on 
the ground that he was in mourning for King Carlos 
and the crown prince of Portugal; although the thirty 
days of official mourning ordered by the European 
courts had expired at the time.

Some eight months later I received not one but 
at least a dozen letters from well known people at 
various resorts on Long Island sound, making in- 
quiries about @ sol-disant Prince and Princess Charles 
Alfred of Bourbon, who after having managed to in- 
gratiate themselves at the various places in question, 
had excited indignation by certain indelicacies of be- 
havior, and by the manner in which they were taking 
advantage of the credulity, the good nature, and, above 
all, the generosity, of the rich people of the district. 
Again the “prince” found it prudent to disappear 
with the “princess,” when an exposure was made of 
the bogus character of their claims to connection with 
Buropean royalty.

Scene of Operations Extensive. 


At various other times I have been called up, in 
a similar way, to put a stop to his operations, in St. 
Louis, Chicago, Boston, and New York. Frofm the last 
namei city, as far back as in December, 1904, Tf 
receive? a number of letters concerning the couple 
who.were then~floating around the various boarding 
houses in Madison avenue, the “prince” claiming to 
have been driven from Austria on account of his wife 


} being a Protestant. 


While I cannot. find that he has fallen foul of the 
law inthis country, there is no doubt that he has been 
living on his wits—that is to say, by means of bor- 
rowed plumes, which have enabled him to obtain 
money and credit that under no other circumstances 
would have been accorded to him. 

Before dealing with his career elsewhere, let me 
etate that there is no authentic Prince Charles of 
Bourbon, save the brother-in-law of Don Alfonso of 
Spain. He is a son of the count of Caserta, claimant 
to the throne of Naples; married King Alfonso’s elder 
sister, and after her death led to the altar Princess 
Louise of France, sister of the duke of Orleans. He 
is an infant of Spain, to the throne of which his chil- 
dren by his first wife are in the line of succession, 
makes his home in Madrid, is now commanding a 
brigade at the seat of war at Melilla, and has never 


at any time deen in the United States. 


The late duke of Parma, who died last year, and 
who was chief of the Parma branch of the house of 
Bourbon, had no less than twenty-one children by his 
two marriages; but there is not one of them that bears 
the name of Charles. Consequently, the individual who 
is parading around this country styling himself “ Prince 
Charlies of Bourbon” is making use of borrowed 
plumes, and has no right .whatsoever to the title of 


prince.

Inconsistency of Claims Glaring. 


I have before me, moreover, a list of the various 
princes of the house of Bourbon who, having contract- 
ed nonroyal—that is to say, morganatic—marriages, 
have not transmitted to their sons the right to style 
themselves princes of Bourbon. But among all their 
Children, some twenty .or more in number, who may 
have a right to the name of Bourbon, but not to the 
title of prince, I cannot find one that bears the Chris- 
tian name of Charles, or who in any way answers the 
description of the pseudo prince of Bourbon, the alleged 
cousin of King Ferdinand of .Bulgarie. Then, 00, 
there is no one of his assumed name who holds any 
colonelcy in the Austrian army or commission of ad- 
miral in the Spanish navy. 

And I may adj with regard to his story that he 
is not even related in a morganatic sense to the house 
of Bourbon, or in an illegitimate way to the imperial 
family of Hapsburg, and that he has never been ban- 
ished from the court of Austria for marrying a Prot- 
estant, for the simple reason that he has never formed 
part thereof. Sailing as he does under such trans- 
parently false colors, it is amazing that he should not 
be required to give some satisfactory explanation of 
the glaring inconsistencies in the fairy tales which he 
tells about his wife and himself,, before receiving ad- 
mission to reputable American clubs or respectable 
American homes. | 

Now, with regard to the antecedents of the couple. 
It seems to be true that the “Princess. Charles Alfred 
of Bourbon” is a niece of Mrs: E. H. Conger, widow 
of the American diplomat who for so many years 
represented the United States in China. But it is not 
true that she is the daughter of an American admiral, 
as has also been claimed for her. As for the ‘Yprince,” 
he appears to be a Brazilian; and admitted that he 
belonged to that nationality when some ten years ago 
he and his wife fell into the clutches of the police in 


friars, and also some unfortunate boarding house. keep- 
ers, the. grandiloquent title of “duke 
duchess of Rio Grande.”

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well sessions it was found that some relatives or 
friends of the couple had intervened and that the 
claims against them would be compromised in the 
event of the charges being withdrawn; whereas if the 
matter were pushed the prosecutors would get nothing.

But 
the readers of Tus TRIBUNE are now warned; and the 
most cursory inspection of the Almanach de Gotha, 
which contains the names of every member of that 
historic house of Bourbon, which has reignel in 
France, at Naples, and in Parma, and that still oc- 
cupies the throne of Spain, will reveal the falsity 
of his pretensions. Why he should not content him- 
self with some outlandish nobiliary dignity; such as 
that of “duke of Rio Grande,” which sounds as if it 
were taken from an opera comique, and ghich it is im- 
possible to trace to its source, I cannot conceive. 

No Brazilian or Portuguese nobiliary dignities are 
to be found in the Almana@h de Gotha. There are 
few of those in Spain, Italy, Belgium, and Holland 
that figure therein; and not more than a score of” 
French titles. With regard to the titles granted by 
the vatican there is no official list in existence; at any 
rate, within reach of the public. 

When a man appears on the scene adorned with . 
some such distinction there is always a possibility that 
it may be authentic, and his dlaims thereto well 
founded. Some.time is apt to elapse before the skeptics 
are able to investigate his pretensions and to satisfy 
their doubts. But when a man is foolish enough to 
adopt in this country a royal title and to claim to be

Leaving aside the various cranks and. petty swin- 
diers who have at one time or another during the past 
ten years professed to be either the murdered crown 
prince of Austriavor the ‘missing Archduke John, the 
soi-disant “Prince Charles: of Bourbon” is the only 


‘Individual that I can recall who has secured admis- 
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to the throne of the grand duchy of Saxe-Weimar, spent 
@ number of years in this country under assumed 
names, the one which he most affected being that of 
“Rhode.” He had become involved in such unpleasant 


scrapes in Germany that he was compelled to leave 


not only Germany, but even Emrope. He betook him- 
self in the first place to Java, where he served for 
a time in the Foreign legion, fighting the Atchinese, 
andi then drifted across the Pacific ocean to the United 
States. 
He received a small allowance, conditional on his 
remaining out of Burope. But, like most remittance 
men here, he always managed to spend it before it 
came to hand. was often in the most desperate straits, 
knew by frequent experience what it was to go hungry, 
Sr up a living as a salesman in Chicago, as & 

in St. Louis, and as a riding master in New 
York, where he eventually landed in Bellevue hospital 
dangerously iil.

Nursed back to health, his relatives relented, he 
was allowed to return to Europe, found a princess of 
the house of Isemburg-Birstein willing to marry him, 
and while he was not allowed by the head of the 
family to take up his residence in the duchy of Saxe- 
Weimar, over which he would eventually be called 
upon to reign, he established himself at Heidelberg, 
where he has since lived a quiet and uneventful life,

For 
there are many people, especially wealthy social climb- 
ers, Who would be only too ready to extend a helping 
hand to a future monarch, while, judging from the 
experience of the pseudo “prince of Bourbon,” they 
even find a gratification in loaning money te bogus 
royalty.

Kruttschnitt was made director of main- 
tenance and operation, Stubbs director of 
traffic, with authorityy covering the whole. 
To them the executive heads of each great 
system reported and still report. They, in 
turn, were responsible only to Harriman 
himeelf. 

Further to centralize authority, Harriman 

had his several boards of directors give over 
their responsibility to little executive com- 
miitees, of each of which he became chair 
man. 
Long, ago, too, when in the midst of the 
great fight with the government over the 
Northern Securities company, Harriman 
brought Judge Lovett from Texas and made 
him his personal counsel and legal adviser.

Lovett, 
perhaps a little closer to the throne then the 
other two, but all three responsible alike to 
the master, alone—aell three practically equal 
in authority and prestige.

Lovett the Polished Texan. 

Lovett is a thin, smooth shaven Texan. with 
a strongly marked face, dominated by a big 
arched nose. There is still some of the flavor 
of the southwest about him. When Harrt- 
man first took him to 120 Broadway a good 
many New Yorkers, with the insular com- 
Placency which marks the breed, were in- 
clined to be a trifle patronizing. 

“ Lovett may be a good lawyer,”’ they sald, 
“but he'll need a little polish before he'll 
do down here.” 

As a matter of fact, within five years Lov- 
ett was putting over $100,000,000 bond deals 
and retiring whole issues of preferred stock, 
in’ his artless western way, without asking 
permission or assistance from any of the 
Wall street sharps. At present Father 
Knickerbocker—who sever understands a 
western man until after the uncouth stranger 
has beaten him to a pulp—is ready to eat out 
of the Lovett hand. 

And in the important matter of polish, long 
before he left his native Texas Judge Lovett 
was as smooth a pebble as was ever cast up 
om & corporation beach. He is suave, easy, 
friendly in manner, @ warrior who fights ina 
purely impersonal way, preferring always to 
use salve rather than a sword. Where Har- 
riman—knowing, perhaps, how short a time 
he had to work in—cras’ -d straight through 
to his object, whacking whatever heaa lifted 
itself in his way, Lovett makes friends 
rather than enemies and knows how to come 
out even of a winning battle with the men he 
has. conquered calling him a good teliow.

Kruttschnitt an Expert Engineer. 

Julius Kruttechnitt, second of the trium- 
virate, adds to the German thoroughness of 
his paternal ancestors the high spirit and 
breeding of a southern gentieman.  [Iiis 
mother was a member of the famous south- 
ern family of which Judah P. Benjamin, sec- 
retary of state for the confederacy, was the 
most distinguished member. He was born in 
New Orieans fifty-five years ago and gra‘u-

ated in engireering at Washington and Lee 
University in Virginia. Heavy in figure, de- 
liberate in movement, he brought to the work 
of directing the operation and maintenance 
of the great Harriman system great native 
abliity, careful technical training, and long 
experience. It is to him that is largely due 
the present splendid physical condition of 
the Harriman roads. 

Kvery year he travels nearly 70,000 miles 
over the rails which he controls, and it was 
on his reports and recommendations that 
Harriman acted in ordering the giant cuts, 
fills, trestles, and tunnels which have #0 
greatly reduced the cost of moving freight 
and made big dividends possible. After leav- 
ing college Mr. Kruttschnitt spent five years 
as assistant principal of an academy near 
Baltimore, and it was, perhaps, as a school- 
teacher that he learned to give to every un- 
portant problem which confronts him the 
most careful and scientific study before tak- 
ing action. 

One of his recent radical steps, the pol- 
icy of publicity for all railroad accidents, 
which he put into force over the protests of 
many of his colleagues, has already resuited 
in cutting down largely the number of avoid- 
able accidents on the Southern Pacifie. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt is quiet and gracious in 
manner. He is noted for the consideration 
with which he treats his sutordinates. He is 
still a hard student, a big, broad man, fit to 
carry almost any burden of responsibility. 
Probably no man now alive is so completely 
the master of transportation, the combined 
ecience and art of keeping always ip perfect 
condition and always in motion, over tens of 
thousands of miles, all the complicated ma- 
chinery of a great ralircad system. In his 
department there is no one to question bis 
rank. 

J. C. Stubbs—third of the great trio—is as 
abrupt and nervous as bis name He is the 
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director of traffic—the trained nurse of rail 
road business. He is 62, straight and well 
built, with a smooth shaven face, a straight. 
firm mouth, keen eyes behind spectacles, all 
topped by a mass of wevy white hair. Born 
a Buckeye, he has come up the railroad lad- 
der from the freight office. His first job of 
any importance was as chief clerk in the 
general freight office of the Southern Pacific 
in San Francisco. Today he hes scouts and 
lookouts scattered all over the world, every 
one watching for possible business for the 
Harriman lines. He has had much to do 
with the recent swift development of the 
great southwest, which old Huntington so 
long neglected.

OW would you like to be a crossing 
policeman, to stand all day in a roar- 
ing. vortex of vehicies and look out 
for your own safety not to mention 
that of the thousands passing under 

your sway? Just take your stand for an 
hour as did the writer the other day at the 
cormer where Clark street crosses Adams 
and watch the member of the traffic squad 
work before you decide too suddenly in the 
attirmative. ‘hese officers are the finest 
of “‘the finéat,” all picked men. 

Strong and phiegmatic they need to be for 
the strain at the busy corners of the loop 
district must be great—the mere blowing 
that whistle about fifty times an hour would 
get on most people's nerves dreadfully. Un- 
relentingly it piped away in long vibrato 
biasts, extending the right of way to ome 
stream of autos, trucks and cars, at the 
came time checking a streetfu] from the 
other side, while the blue clad arm and white 
glove waved in unison with the whistle—a 
human semaphore signaling rebuke to tur- 
bulent teamster and safety to timorous or 
brash pedestrian. 

The king of the crossing rules impartially 
with no favors to any one, except that am- 
bulances are sent through without delay 
and the street is cleared at the tierce gong 
of a ftire-engine. Swift retribution follows 
any attempt of an impatient chetff<«ur to

Deftly the bluecoat hitches on the step and, 
pouring into the driver's ear the enormity 
of his offense, in a manner more grieved 
than angsy, brings him to a stop. Back, 
back his machine must go to the farthest 
crosswalk, there to wait the whistle, which.

Meanwhile the proud inmates of the tonneau 
are fuming, and the rash man at the wheel 
mutters the reverse of blessings, but a good

Also there is the timid old seul who toddles 
across on the officer’s arm, the while ex- 
plaining at length that before starting over 
she likes to give herself time to fall down and 
get up twice oefcre anything could hit her. 
Alw ys atch th eye of the motorman 
behind the glaes front is her rule—he gon’t 
have the heart to run over you personally 
after that, where it might be his duty to send 
his car through a mere crowd.

Mrs. Roe was a probation officer 
and saw many gaps which no charity just 
filled and in which little children suffered. 
This association has done much te find good 
homes to place children in and does a great 
amount of rescue work.
